Park and Ballroom Operators 
Join To Fight Blue Laws 


Ohio Amusement Men. 


Threatened With Drastic Restrictions, 


Band Together To Oppose Unfair Measure Now 
Pending in State Legislature 


COLUMBUS, O., March 5.—One of the 
most drastic pieces of legislation ever 
framed in Ohio pertaining to ballrooms 
and-other forms of amusements has been 
recorded for passage by the village com- 
mittee of the Ohio Legislature and will 
be up for action within the next 10 days. 
If there is to be dancing in any amuse- 
ment park or ballroom in Ohio on Sun- 
day, amusement men owning or man- 
aging such places will have to act im- 
mediately and forward to the members 
of the Legislature representing their re- 
spective counties, protesting against the 
passage of House Bill 103, which spe- 
cifically prohibits dancing on Sunday. 
The bill also includes roller-skating 
rinks. 

The Ohio Recreation Association has 
been leading the fight against this bill 
and will continue to do so. This organi- 
zation is composed of owners and man- 
agers of parks, ballrooms and skating 
rinks. Amusement men from all parts 
of the State are members. Leo Haen- 
lein, of Olentangy Park, Columbus, is 
president. Roscoe M. Ewing, of Crystal 
Slipper Ballroom, Cleveland, is vice- 
president, and Elmer G. Haenlein, secre- 
tary and treasurer. The following com- 
prise the advisory and organization com- 
mittee: Carl A. Sinclair, Meyers Lake 
Park, Canton; Houghton Avey, Crystal 
Slipper, Cleveland; Walter Delscamp, 
Greystone Amusement Company, Day- 
ton; G. A. Boeckling, Cedar Point, San- 
dusky; F. B. Conklin, Danceland, Cleve- 
land; R. A. Jolly, Seccaium Park, Bu- 
cyrus; Robert H. Eckhart, Forest Gables, 
Dayton; Olentangy Amusement Com- 
pany, Olentangy Park.

This bill is said to be only another 
step in the direction of even greater re- 
strictions against every form of amuse- 
ment in Ohio. Two years ago the 
present law, giving probate judges the 
option as to whether Sunday dancing 
should be permitted on Sunday, was 
passed. The bill now before the Legis- 
lature takes away that option and di- 
rects probate judges to issue no permit 
for Sunday dancing. At the next ses- 
sion there will be further attacks on the 
business and investment of amusement 
men. 


President Haenlein is urging all per- 
sons interested in clean and wholesome 
amusement and the liberty of the indi- 
vidual to write or wire their representa- 
tives in the House and Senate and urge 
them to vote against this bill. He also 
advises all amusment men to join the 
agsociation. The organization will func- 
tion thruout the year, taking up ques- 
tions as they present themselves. The 
Ohio Recreation Association is not a 
promoted organization. Its members are 
all owners or managers of parks, ball- 
rooms or skating rinks. It is mutual in 
its operation. No officer receives any 
salary. 


George E. Wintz Takes Over 
‘Ziegfeld Follies’ for Road Tour 


George E. Wintz, whose tours of the 
sixth and seventh editions of the George 
White Scandals and Irving Berlin's Music 
Bor Revue are among the outstanding 
successes of the road this season, has 
bought the exclusive rights and entire 
original production of the 1926 Zieg/eld 
Follies, which closed recently in St. 
Louis, and will take it out next fall for 
a tour of the road stands not visited by 
the Follies in recent years. 

This will be the first time such an 
extensive road tour has even been laid 
out for the Zieefeld institution. The 
company, consisting of about 100, will 
travel in three Pullmans, while three or 
four baggage cars will be required to 
transport the production. There will be 
a big crew ahead, as well as with the 
show: also a_ special orchestra, four 
wardrobe women and a chaperon for 
the girls. 


Gene Buck will assist Wintz in staging 
the revue, so that the personnel as well 
as the scenery and effects will be up to 
the standard of the production seen in 
New York, Chicago and the several other 
large cities. Charles G. Maynard, New 
York representative for Wintz, will book 
the show thru the Erlanger offices 

The sixth edition of the Scandals, 
which was sent out again this season 
after having played from coast to coast 
last season with great success, will close 


within a fortnight. The company has 
played for 91 weeks and there is no 
more time open for it unless it repeats, 
which is not considered advisable be- 
cause the seventh edition Scandals is 
booked over the same route. 

The acquisition of the Follies not only 
gives Wintz the road right to the three 
principal revues produced, but it serves 
as another climactic event in the inter- 
esting career of a young impresario, who 
only a few years ago stepped direct 
from commercial life into the owner- 
ship and management of a musical re- 
vue on tour, and is now considered an 
important factor in the legitimate 
amusement business of this country. 
Taking his business seriously, he studied 
every angle of production and presenta- 
tion. He showed a special aptitude for 
the work right from the start, and his 
shrewdness combined with an engaging 
personality and an unlimited capacity 
for hard work brought him results in a 
short time.

Irish Players 
Are Stranded 


“Autumn Fire’ Cast Still Seck- 
ing Return Passage—Threat- 
ened With Deportation 


NEW YORK, March 7.—The company 
of seven Irish players brought to this 
country last September by John |, 
Shine to support him in Autumn Fire 
has been stranded here since the closing 
of the play, unable to collect the return 
passage called for in their contracts. 
Immigration authorities already have 
notified them of the lapse of the six 
months’ period they are allowed to re- 
main in the country and that they face 
deportation in the steerage class. 

Shine has been ill in a local hospital 
for the last two months and, whiie dis- 
puting the players’ claim to return pas- 
Sage, he has been unable to appear for 
arbitration of the matter until last week 
when, attended by a nurse, he reported 
to Marcus H. Tracy, umpire appointed 
by the American Arbitration Society. 
Shine had only a two-hour leave trom 
the hospital, however, and it was possi- 
ble to hear but one case, the claim of 
Julie Hartley-Milburn. Shine contended 
that he was not obligated because she 
had notified him that she w shed to be 
released from her contract at the end 
of the eight weeks’ engagement wnich 
it guaranteed. The umpire ruled against 
him on the ground that if Miss Hartley- 
Milburn had fulfilled the engagement 
called for in the contract she was en- 
titled to the first-class return passage 
it stipulated. 

The Immigration Department has 
agreed to delay deportation for a rea- 
sonable number of days, but there is 
still considerable doubt whether Shine 
can be persuaded to appear for the ar- 
bitration of the other cases and whether 
the passage can be collected, if awarded, 
soon enough to satisfy the authorities.

New 
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Bill Permits Copyright Owners 
To Transfer Portion of Right 


New Measure Favorably Peported by House Says All Privilege 
Comprised in Copyrights Are Distinct, Severable, and 
May Be Sold Separately 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—A bill (House P''! 16808) declaring that all rights 
comprised in a copyright are several, distinct and severable has just been favor- 


ably reported to the House by the Committee on Patents 


The measure prcvides 


that the owner of a copyricsht may transfer a portion of that right and retain 


othe: rights in the copyright. 

Under the existing law, according to 
the report filed with the bill, the holder 
of a copyright may authorize or license 
other persons to make separate or spe- 
cial use of his work, but he cannot sell 
to any person any such right. “If he 
desires to sell his copyright he can only 
sell it as a whole,” the report states, 
“including all the separate rights com- 
prised in the copyright.” The bill would 
permit the sale or assignment of the 
separate rights included in the copy- 
right 

‘The report of the committee urging 
favorable action by the House on the 
measure follows: 

The grant of copyright in the United 
States, under existing law, is a general 
grant to “any person entitled thereto”; 
that is, to the author of the work or to 
the person to whom the author has as- 
signed his copyright in the work. Such 
general grant of conyright includes all 
the rights enumerated in Section 1 of 
the act of 1909, so far as any such de- 
scribed right naturally apperta‘ns to the 
author’s work. For example, the author 
of a book secures not only the exclusive 
right “to print, renriht, publish, copy. 
and vend” it, but the exclusive right to 
translate it. to dramatize it, or to make 
a motion picture of it. 

If the work is a drama, its author se- 
cures also the exclusive right to perform 
or represent it in public, and if it is a 
musical composition the exclusive right 
to perform it publicly for profit and to 
reproduce it on a phonoeranh record. 
In all of these cases a'so the author has 
the right under existing law to author- 
ize such use of his work by some one 
else. He may license other persons t9 
make such separate and snecial use of 
his work, but he can not sell to any per- 
son any such separate right. If he de- 
sires to sell his copvright he can only 
sell it as a whole, including all the sepa- 
rate rights comprised in the copyright. 

This has proven an increasingly em- 
barrassing limitation on the author's 
right, as new inventions have put at his 
service new methods for the exnloitation 
and production of his work. The would- 
be users of his work also, the publish- 
ers, the record makers, or the motion- 
picture producers, do not desire to secure 
merely a license or exclus‘ve license to 
use. Such licensee can not bring suit 
to protect the rights he has bargained 
for under existing law.. He does not 
wish merely to secure a license to make 
such special use of the work, but he 

shes to purchase outright the conry- 
Tight, not the entire copyright of the 
work but the copyright covering the 
special right with respect to the use to 
be made of the author's work: for ex- 
ample, the publication of it, the drama- 
tization of it, the translation of it, its 
reproduction as a motion picture, its 
representation on the stage, its public 
performance as music, or its reproduc- 
tion on a phonograph record, etc. 


The bill enacts that “All rights com- 
prised in a copyright are several, dis- 
tinct and severable,” and provides that 
Such assignment or sale of any one or 
more of the author’s rights comprised in 
his copyright may levally be made, and 
it further provides that where only a 
license to use may have been conceded, 
the licensee may sue to protect his right 
unde rthe license, if such right is in- 
fringed. 

At the public hearing on this b‘ll the 
testimony was unanimous that this di- 
Visibility of copyright is highly desirable 
and that legislation securing it will be 
of direct service to authors, comnmosers, 
dramatists, book and periodical publish- 
ers, notion-picture producers ard the 
makers of phonocraph records. Certain 
amendments to the bill as origina’'y in- 
‘roduced which were suggested at the 
public hearing or subsequently sub- 
mitted by parties interested have been 
carefully discussed by your committee 
na such as were affirmatively voted by 
‘he committee have been embodied in 
bill and are recommended for adop- 
“on in this report.

ber of men necessary, salaries, etc. An- 
other conference is scheduled for today, 
at which it is expected an agreement 
satisfactory to both sides will be worked 
out. 

About 35 houses in the Stanley chain 
are involved as’a result of plans to in- 
stall Vitaphone in their large houses 
in various centers The agreement 
reached, it is expected, will act as a 
precedent for other cities. 

he New York operators, Local 306, 
which has nine men at a 15 per cent 
boost in salary in the Warner, Colony 
and Selwyn theaters to operate the Vita- 
phone shows, has compromised with the 
Stanley Company on six men at $85 a 
week for the Mark Strand, Brooklyn, 
where only a few Vitaphone “shorts” are 
being played. Should the Brooklyn 
house play the same show as the New 
York houses, it would have to operate 
with nine men. 

The crux of the Stanley-union 
situation is in Philadelphia. The local 
there is looking to the New York local 
to set a precedent in its agreement with 
the Brooklyn house.

A pro and con 
hearing of public opinion will be heard 
either tomorrow afternoon before the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee, or 
Wednesday afternoon before the Assem- 
bly Committee on Public Education. An 
impressive group of prominent theater 
folk was formed here this morning, and 
it will leave in a body tomorrow to 
go to Albany to oppose any and all forms 
of State censorship. 

Arthur Hopkins is chairman of the 
group, and the others who will appear 
at the hearing include Elsie Ferguson, 
Owen Davis, Elizabeth Marbury, Arthur 
Richman, Theresa Helburn, Sidney 
Howard and Dr. Charles K. Gilbert, of 
the Episcopal Social Service Commission. 
Frank Gillmore, now in Kansas City, will 
also appear against the bill if he can get 
to Albany in time. 

Among those who will go to Albany 
to urge that the Jenks Bill be passed will 
be John S. Sumner, of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice; Canon William 
S. Chase; Hans P. Freece, of the New 
York Civic League; Rev. S. Edward 
Young, of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime; Mrs. John Jerome Rooney, of 
the Lecture Platform; Mrs. Harry Harvey 
Thomas, of the Federation of Women's 
Clubs; Rev. John Roach Straton, Mrs. 
C. W. Dietrich, John B. Hibbard, and 
many others. 

Numerous meetings and debates on 
the subject were held here over the week- 
end in theaters, halls and churches, 
crowded to capacity.

good season’s work in the three-a-day 
houses. 


In other words, there will be approxi- 
mately two years’ work on the big time 
for acts worthy of booking. They may 
play the two-a-day houses the first sea- 
son and the three-a-day the following 
season. Other attractions, playing the 
three-a-day houses only on a tour, may 
prove their worth by the end of the 
season to booking over the two-a-day 
circuit. This arrangement would mean 
high-caliber artistes can go on year 
from year in vaudeville without ever 
having to look anywhere else than to 
the big-time circuits for work. 

Many acts which now play both Fifth 
and Sixth Floor houses, at salaries in 
accordance with the difference in poli- 
cies of stands, may take their choice 
if routes are available on either the 
two-a-day or three-a-day circuits. Under 
the present system an act will play a 
couple of weeks in houses doing two 
shows a day and the following week 
in a stand doing three-a-day. As a mat- 
ter of business, this does not operate 
toward the best interest for the circuits 
because of the difference in admission 
prices and the attitude of the public 
to remain away from a two-a-day house 
to see some particular act because they 
feel certain it will come the next week 
to another house where the prices are 
lower. With the new plans in operation, 
the public will have to wait a year, 
perhaps two or more, and will guide 
their theatergoing accordingly. 

Among other excellent features of the 
new big-time circuit will be the ability 
to play sketches, for instance, in all 
two-a-day houses. Now it is impossible, 
because of the fact one house is of the 
intimate type suitable for sketch at- 
tractions, and another is not. 

In this connection, the two-a-day cir- 
cuit will include only those houses in 
the Keith-Albee and Orpheum string 
that more intimate, and all 
yhe larger houses that are more suitable 
or motion pictures, which all will play, 
will constitute the three-a-day string. 
For the three-a-day houses, flash of- 
ferings, “dumb” acts and other attrac- 
tions that depend more on the eye than 
the ear, will be favored in booking. 
This is justice to the acts, for the rea- 
son that many acts have died slow 
ceaths playing large houses whereas m 

ller theaters they register hits. 

Plans are shaping rapidly for the or- 
ganization of vaudeville into the two-a- 
day and three-a-day circuits. The Albee, 
Brookly: 1 big house now devoted to

Palace, the Riverside and a new house 
in the Bronx as its two-a-day repre- 
sentations. A new theater is now near- 


ing completion in the Bronx, but an- 
other may be built, so that there will 
be a two-a-day stand there of intimate 
character as well as a new three-a-day 
house. 

In Boston the new Memorial Theater 
will become the two-a-day house and 


in Louisville the Majestic, now under- 
going remodeling, will form the twice- 
daily link there. In other cities similar 
plans are being formulated. Where there 
is not a two-a-day house of suitable 
type now available, one will be built. 
This is true of cities touched by both 
the big-time circuits. 


DAYTON, O., March 17.—Keith-Albee 
two-a-day straight vaudeville will be in- 
stalled in the Colonial Theater here in 
the fall, replacing feature pictures now 
shown, according to a wire from Mark 
A. Luescher. The house seats 1.800. The 
regular K.-A. house, seating 2,800, will 
remain on a continuous vaudeville and 
picture combination.

office. Plimmer, who is in receipt of a 
complaint from the theater denying the 
»mport of the announcement, stated to a 
pillboard reporter that his arrangement 
with the management was to book tabs. 
onlv whenever it wanted them. 

His announcement to The Billboard 
week before last, however, was that he 
was to book the theater, then on the 
K-A. books, and that the first attrac- 
tion would be Ben Loring’s Oh, Dearie, 
tab. show. The tab. was booked but later 
canceled. Plimmer had conducted 
negotiations with Marie Seeley, repre- 
senting the theater. 

The Keith-Albee Circuit, seeing the 
story in The Billboard carrying Plim- 
mer's first announcement, communicated 
with the management of the Hazleton 
Theater in the face of no notice to it 
of booking severance. 

Independent booking agencies are con- 
stantly attempting to wheedle houses 
awav from the K.-A. office and in some 
cases are successful. Because of sharp 
competition in the independent field it 
is common knowledge that all ends are 
resorted to in efforts to grab houses, 
tak them away from someone else, 
with the result theaters pass from one 
booker to another. Several houses have 
gone practically the entire round. 


According to W. E. Joyce, of Hazleton, 
Pa.. there is now in operation in that 
territory a system of propaganda aiming 
to destroy some of the smaller houses 
for the benefit of promotion schemes 
that are in a dubious financial state. 
Securities are being floated offering ques- 
tionable collateral for prospective houses, 
he says. 

“While many promoters and some 
sincere enthusiasts contend there is no 
danger in supplying accommodations 
that mark the over-seating capacity of 
communities in the way of vaudeville 
and picture houses, a condition has 
been reached here that comes dangerous- 
ly near that stage,” adds Joyce. 


“The tendency toward too many 
houses supplies an incentive for creating 
excessive zeal, which, if permitted un- 
curbed, is bound to have an effect that 
will eventually seriously disturb many 
exhibitors, if not destroy some. The 
city of Hazleton supplies just such an 
example. 

“When the new Capitol Theater got 
under way, naturally, theater owners be- 
gan to look around for the sort of 
talent that would put the thing over 
with a whoop. At the same time, the 
Grand was taken over by the Capitol 
and pictures of both houses were con- 
trolled by the same operator, while the 
Feeley Theater remained as an inde- 
pendent booking establishment altho 
supposed to be in some way affiiliated.” 

Joyce points out that a wild scramble 
for business and a desire to stimulate 
trade sprung up, along with which the 
propagandist came upon the scene. Re- 
cently local newspapers carried stories of 
& gigantic deal to furnish Hazleton with 
another theater eclipsing anything the 
town now has. 

Suggestions of a real estate boom at 
once took root and visions of higher 
rentals and increased income were in 
the offing, according to Joyce, with

Spring Depression 
Affecting Bookings 


Standard Quality Acts on Big 
Time Must Accept “Pick-Up” 
Dates—Routes Rare 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Depression of 
spring business is already here, big-time 
booking agents declare. Both the Keith- 
Albee and Orpheum Circuits, with 
affiliations, are loaded with acts play- 
ing on routes, and in the face of the 
May 1 cancellation clause, guaranteeing 
no artistes definite engagements beyond 
this date owing to closings, the situa- 
tion is reducing itself rapidly to one of 
“pickups”. 

The bulk of acts now offered for book- 
ing after salary has been set—this often 
requires several weeks—has to be satis- 
fied with week-to-week gleanings and 
filler dates, the booking office instruct- 
ing agents this and that act cannot 
be routed at this time 

There are numerous instances already 
of standard turns that have been work- 
ing several seasons on the big time 
which now have to content themselves 
with “pickup” stuff. Routes on the big- 
time circuits for this time of the year 
are a rarity, booking men declare 

Agents confronted with the necessity 
of arranging split or full-week dates here 
and there are finding it difficult to hold 
their acts, which, tired of laying off 
as much if not more than they play, 
are asking for releases in order to book 
themselves elsewhere. Some charge the 
bookers play favorites now and then, 
and that the agency field now numbers 
so many wielders of the little black 
books that the struggle among them- 
selves to keep a fair list of acts work- 
ing is a dire one. 

“Name” attractions continue to find 
encouragement on the big circuits, 
crowding out the standard vaudeville 
offerings of merit. This has resulted in 
a scramble for “names”, even by man- 
agers and agents who previously were 
not interested, and will eventually bring 


about an oversupply of this type of at- 
traction. 


Cortez and Peggy for Pantages

Means More Work 


NEW YORK, March 7.—<@M™creasing de- 
mand for something to go with films, 
coupled with severe competition for the 
independent theaters, intensified by 
overseating and the building of big 
houses by the interests, is leading to 
the opening up of bookings of acts that 
will enable the average artiste by next 
season to make a good living out of tne 
Fally Markus, Jack Linder, Arthur Fisher 
and other independent booking offices. 

Last week Markus announced 79 
houses on his books, Linder 52 and 
Fisher 21. The latter is on a footing 

* with Markus and Linder due to the fact 
most of his theaters are split-week 
houses and he is in a position to pay 
good money. 

This week approximately 20 theaters 
in the East were added to the list now 
using stage attractions. Many of these 
are picture houses answering the call 
for something to augment films in an 
effort to boost business and meet com- 
petition. 

Markus added three houses to his list. 
These are the Terminal, Newark, }Fox- 
owned house, starting a presentation 
policy next Saturday; the Senate, Brook- 
lyn, picture-house acts twice weekly, 
and the Benson, Bensonhurt, L. L, big 
attraction each half. As opposition to 
the Englewood Theater, Englewood, N. 
J., which he is supplying with picture- 
house attractions, the Plaza, Englewood, 
has opened under a similar policy. 

Linder has added the Bellaire The- 
ater, Bellaire L. I., as a five-day stand 
instead of three; the Orpheum, Yon- 
kers, N. Y., four acts Fridays and Satur- 
days, and the Fifth Avenue, 110th street 
and Fifth avenue, New York. He also 
announced the Capitol, Haverstraw, N. 
Y., is increasing its bills to six acts in- 
stead of five. 

Fisher’s additions include S. Cald- 
erone’s new Mineola Theater, at Mine- 
ola, L. I., a 2,000-seater, opening Thurs- 
day to play split-week vaudeville; the 
Kingsway Theater, Brooklyn, one or two 
presentation acts each half, and the Al- 
bemarle, Brooklyn, similar policy. 

The Unity Theatrical Agency, new to 
the field, also marks up several impor- 
tant additions, headed by the new Capi- 


tol, Somerville, Mass., opening today 
with a policy of four acts each 
half. The first bill includes Eddie Cook 


and Shaw Gisters, Ed Mulcahey, Keane 
and Williams and Primrose Minstrels. 
This agency has also obtained booking 
rights for the Oneonta Theater, Oneon- 
ta, N. Y., a Schine house; the Roosevelt, 
Flushing, L. I.; the Chester, Brooklyn, 
recently remodeled; the American, Lodi, 
N. J., and the Mecca, 14th street and 
Avenue A, this city, formerly booked by 
Linder. 

Practically all these new theaters to 
the independent field were formerly de- 
voted to straight pictures. Theater 
owners declare it is almost necessary to 
put in stage attractions of some kind 
in order to buck competitors who have 
already done so or are playing strong 
programs, first-run films or have better 
theaters. 

Pointing to the big number of houses 
that have gone in for vaudeville and 
presentation acts this season, independ- 
ent. bookers declare the possibilities for 
the coming year are vast and will proba- 
bly create a demand for material in this 
field of recent years oversupplied.

Death and Injury No Terror 
To Aerialist Now Recovering

injuries to himself and the death of 
his partner in the same accident co 
not affect his determination to con- 
tinue to any conceivable degree. 

Wille is convalescing at his home 
here from injuries received when he 
fell from his perch on the stage of 
the Harris Theater, Pittsburgh, 
February 6, striking his partner, Matt 
Untermeyer. The latter died in a 
hospital from a broken back shortly 
after. 

Several days ago Willie was visited 
by one of his professional friends. 
The visitor carefully avoided mention 
of the fatal occurrence but the con- 
versation switched—inevitably, per- 
haps—to the acrobat’s future plans. 
Wille sprung the great surprise when 
he said that as soon as he is able to 
get around easily he will start look- 
ing for a new partner, going into 
rehearsal as soon as possible with his 
new colleague. 


Seymour Planning Debut 
Of Sitting Bull Relative 


NEW YORK, March 7.—A. E. Seymour, 
local big-time producer, who has been 
supplying acts with record runs to the 
Keith-Albee office over a long period of 
years, is laying plans for the vaude- 
ville debut in several months of Rose- 
bud Yellow Robe, accredited grandniece 
of Sitting Bull, the Sioux chief, famous 
for his part in Custer’s border activities. 


Seymour told The Billboard today that 
Miss Yellow Robe is completing her 
education at the University of North 
Dakota and will be free to rehearse the 
projected act built around her early in 
June. The girl, who is said to be un- 
usually talented, will be supported by 
two other Sioux maidens, one of them, 
Louise Head-on-Shoulder, is now her 
roommate at college. 


The girls will present a series of folk 
songs, dances and ingeniously arranged 
spectacles.

Lee-Kendall Break; 
Former To Continue 


Promising Young Producing 
Combination, Started Early 
in Year, Comes to Split 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Launched the 
beginning of this year as one of the 
most promising of the younger pro- 
ducing combinations in the local vaude- 
ville mart, Lee-Kendall Productions, 
Inc., according to all evidence, is no 
more. Larry Lee, author of head-line 
acts, and Kuy Kendall, long identified 
with the staging of musical pieces, have 
definitely split, and The _ Billboard 
learned several days ago that Lee is con- 
tinuing activities practically on his own 
—from the producing standpoint—in 
the quarters formerly held by both at 
110 W. 47th street. As far as can be as- 
certained, Kendall has temporarily ab- 
sented himself from the vaudeville field, 
altho an act billed as Vanessi and the 
Diplomats, which opened on the Keith- 
Albee Time February 28 at the Riviera 
Theater, Brooklyn, officially credits him 
with the staging of the piece. 

Lee told a Billboard representative 
that the nucleus of the Lee-Kenaall 
combination is still intact since two 
other partners in the enterprise, Harry 
Hedderman and Herman Feldblet, are 
still lending his producing efforts their 
financial support. When Kendall de- 
tailed the optimistic plans of the or- 
ganization to The _ Billboard several 
weeks ago he failed to mention Hed- 
derman and _  Feldblet. Lee further 
stated that Kendall's “absence” wil not 
affect his plans for the future. Current- 
ly, Lee is casting for a 10-people Spanish 
flash act and is engagirig most of his 
prospective company thru the vaudeville 
department of the Murray Phillips of- 
fice. 

Lee declared that he will be in per- 
sonal charge of the staging of the vari- 
ous acts sponsored by the firm, admit- 
ting that not one of tne various acts in- 
cluded in Kendall’s ambitious plans has 
materialized. In fact, Lee stated defi- 
nitely that all have been dropped from 
his schedule. The Honeymoon Limited, 
which featured Cecil Mason, and had 
a three-day run in Newburg beginning 
January 31, has also been taken out of 
the running. Kendall had also planned 
to frame an act for Howard Turner and 
two other flashes, Nicotine, by John 
Fleming, and In Mezico, a nine-people 
offering—according to the script. 

Reluctant at first to admit Kendall's 
complete withdrawal from the firm, Lee 
later said that he has not removed Ken- 
dall’s name from the door and station- 
ery because the latter had not yet of- 
ficially notified the other rhembers of 
the outfit of his intentions. In short, 
according to Lee, Kendall has completely 
disappeared from his sight. 


Miss Hasoutra Warned 
Of ‘Gold Paint’’ Danger 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Miss Hasoutra, 
dancer from Paris, who is swabbed in 
gold for a statue dance, is receiving 
warnings from friends abroad about the 
use of the gold preparation. Before Miss 
Hasoutra came to America she was a 
featured dancer at the Casino de Paris 
in Paris. Another dancer in her com- 
pany finally quit and went to Germany, 
where she changed her name to Das- 
outra and did a dance routine similar 
to that done by Miss Hasoutra. 

The dancer calling herself Dasoutra 
recently died from an infection caused 
by the gold preparation used, and in 
many towns abroad it was thought the 
deceased was Miss Hasoutra. Others, 
knowing this was not the case, are urg- 
ing Miss Hasoutra by cable and letters 
to this country to discontinue use of the 
gold. 

Miss Hasoutra will not do this. She 
claims Dasoutra was probably infected 
because of improper ingredients in the 
gold formula. Miss MHasoutra’s§ act 
opened a tour of the Orpheum houses 
this week in Winnipeg. 


S.-C. Opening Postponed

Wright and Dale

York. Style—Dancing. Setting—In full 


(special). Time—Fourteen minutes. 


This is a fast, neatly framed dancing 
turn that registers well, makes a good 
f'ash and is deserving of better than the 
opening spot. Elsie Dale, with a winsome 
personality and a smile that she knows 
how to use, is a very talented stepper 
both when working alone and with James 
Wright. 


They open with an apache number 
characterized by sure-fire rough stuff. 
Miss Dale follows with a neatly executed

while twirling a lariat. They close in 
a fast jazz number. The act is nicely 
timed and ho!ds a good pace from start 
to finish.

This orchestra of seven men, who, it 
is said, originally came from the Sunkist 
State, but went to Europe, where they 
did very well p’aying before blue-blooded 
patrons, is a live-wire aggregation, with 
all the newest tricks in dance and novelty 
effects. The septet is on its toes from 
start to finish and they're hot. Their 
dance rhythm in sustained tempo is en- 
chanting due to the excellent harmony 
of the various selections. In subsequent 
se’ections they sing choruses, clown 
around and insert a couple of dance bits. 
The soloists are a “wow”, especially 
when they prance around in a “contest” 
comedy number. The singers and 
dancers also form various combinations, 
sometimes coming down into “one” to 
put their stuff over, adding a good bit 
of comedy. 


Instead of striving for novel effects in 
Stage lighting they prefer to dabble in 
melodic execution, with numerous funny- 
isms strewn thruout the numbers. This 
breaks up the routine and gives relief 
from the usual run of straight orchestra 
turns.

Florence Moore 


Reviewed Monday matinee, February 
28, at the Palace Theater, New York, 
Style—Songs and comedy. Setting—In 
one, Time—Twenty minutes. 


Unquestionably Florence Moore is an 
eminent merrymaker; she bubbles over 
with jests, has a fund of humor that is 
contagious and has earned her high place 
in the entertainment world deservedly. 
Her present routine, however, savors too 
much of a stop gap; the turn is full of 
good stuff, which Miss Moore handles 
deftly, but it needed her personality to 
register a success when reviewed. 

Previous to her turn on the bill Miss 
Moore assumed the task of mistress of 
ceremonies. She filled this role with a 
certain amount of persuasion, yet it 
must be admitted there was monotony in 
her methods. It did not prevent the 
comedienne from getting over many 
well-told jokes—some modern, others of 
ancient days—and she worked very hard 
to keep up the assignment. Her “l'en- 
tr'acte” bits weakened her effectiveness 
in her allotted spot on the program. 
Among her song numbers were He Never 
Said That to Me, An Old Friend of the 
Family, His Beautiful Wife and You'll 
Be Sorry, and each of these oozed over 
the footlights with excellent effect—but 
this was because of Miss Moore’s show- 
manship and stagecraft. 

As a clown and comedienne Florence 
Moore was herself. She gave everything 
she had at this performance, but we do 
not advise her to undertake the position 
of mistress of ceremonies when billed 
among the entertainers in a definite spot. 
She can handle both capably, but the 
honors are divided to the detriment of 
Miss Moore's regular offering.

Assisted by Billy Joyce at the Piano

While not retaining in their exact form 
the numbers with which she had been 
associated previously in vaudeville, 
Miss White’s current vocal repertoire 
gives audiences a generous glimpse of 
her song delineation talents. Her car- 
riage is just as youthful as ever, and 
her delivery seems to carry the same 
old punch. When reviewed this clever 
girl was given a clamorous hand at the 
opening. Altho sustaining the interest 
and initial enthusiasm as she progressed, 
Miss White went over with less of a 
splash than would be expected. This was 
due to the total absence of vulgarisms 
and spicy allusions in the routine. 

The opening number is Bein’ Small 
Isn't Bad at All, a typical Frances White 
bit. She next appears in gob attire and 
offers an alliterative song of the Mis- 
sissippi family, topping the vocal fare 
with a very brief stepping interlude on 
the style of a sailor’s hornpipe. In train 
and bustle Miss White follows with a 
straight number, There'll Never Be a 
Sweeter Story Ever Told. A “wow” of a 
bit is that in which she wears rompers 
and interpo'ates an engaging collection 
of mannerisms while grinding out the 
words of I'd Like To Be a Monkey in 
the Zoo. Then another juvenile number, 
Ohio, which also went over big. 

Joyce scores in a piano bit while Miss 
White makes a costume change for her 
closing comedy number, Somebody Said. 
For the encore Joyce jumped down in 
the pit to play the accompaniment. 
Miss White gave two special comedy 
bits, both of which went over satis- 
factorily.

Not a pretentious production, but one 
of those turns that gets under the skin 
of an audience thru the sheer enthusiasm 
of 


if the quintet presenting it. Miss Phillips 
is a peppy little stepper and her vocal 
delivery, tho not powerfu’, appeals be- 
cause of its quaintness. From the time 
she first appears in the opening pirate 
scene until the closing marathon of step- 
ping Miss Phillips conducts herself like 
one ecstatically happy over being the 
featured artiste. The audience responded 
to this attitude when reviewed and each 
of the bits were greeted with enthusiastic 
demonstrations. 

The two supporting couples are seen 
in ensemble stepping bits, while the boys 
and girls of this combination score in- 
dividually in specialties. One of the 
girls proves diverting in a toe number, 
and the male pair get over easily in a 
comedy pirate dance, in which is inter- 
twined eccentric dancing of a high order. 
For several bits the five steppers use 
their own piano accompanist.

The act should do well on this time.

Miss Alcova, seen several seasons ago 
as the standardbearer of a similar act 
with a supporting male quartet, currently 
works with a four-girl dancing ensemble 
and a lithe juvenile as her partner in the 
hichlight stepping bits. The featured 
couple open with a singing and dancing 
number, Miss Alcova contributing some 
neat kicking and soft-shoe variations. In 
the folowing bit Young continues singing 
special material, and as he proceeds his 
delivery is punctuated by the individual 
entrance of the four-girl troupe. As they 
enter thru an inset in stage center the 
gir's give special stepping bits. In a full- 
stage |setting the ensemble offers an in- 
geniously routined song and dance, the 
featured couple coming on for a fast 
adagio. 

With the stage left to them again, the 
ensemble girls give a kicking bit. One 
of the girls is singled out for a specialty, 
which includes fast cartwheels and flip- 
flops, and another is featured in a back- 
kick number. Miss Alcova gives an in- 
terpretative solo, which includes deft toe 
and pirouet work, and is joined by the 
supporting company in varied stepping 
formations, Young sliding in at this in- 
terval for an eccentric number. The 
finale is the stereotyped jazz wedding. 
The pair of principals are bride and groom 
and the ensemble girls do capably as 
terpsichorean bridesmaids. An unsensa- 
tional offering, but one which manages 
to be entertaining, due chiefly to the 
sincere work of the cast in each and 
every bit.

Holman is the identical 
shrewd, pugnacious and _ sarcastic old 
cent. The laugh-packed telepnone con- 
versations are also included here. The 
hoke plot concerns the discovery by the 
old gent that his secretary is the widow 
of his son. The happy ending is ap- 
pended by the singing of My Hero, from 
The Chocolate Soldier, by Miss Manson. 
The girl's voice is nothing short of 
marvelous. Her delivery is consistent 
with the fine quality of her vocal equip- 
ment and when reviewed she received a 
most impressive ovation.

New York Events 


Joseph Szigeti appeared as soloist with 
the New York Symphony for the Sunday 
afternoon concert in Mecca Auditorium, 
February 27, playing Beethoven’s Con- 
certo in D. Under Otto Klemperer the 
symphony players gave Mr. Szigeti able 
support and assistance and his reading 
of the Concerto was given with finished 
style and a thoro understanding. The 
other numbers directed by Mr. Klem- 
perer were Beethoven’s King Stephen 
overture, Debussy’s tone picture Iberia, 
which received a most colorful and pic- 
turesque interpretation, and a final 
number by Verdi—Three Dances from 
Otello. One regrets to read that follow- 
ing the program directed Friday, March 
4, and Sunday, the 6th, Mr. Klemperer 
returns to Europe and will not return 
next season, owing to the demands made 
by his new post at the National Opera 
in Berlin. 

In Town Hall, the evening of Febru- 
ary 28, Catherine Wade-Smith gave her 
second New York recital. This violinist, 
a winner of one of the Naumburg 
Foundation prizes, played a Sonata, Le- 
Tombeau, by Leclair, a Concerto by 
Tschaikovsky, and a group of shorter 
numbers. In the rendition of the Sonata 
Miss Wade-Smith displayed technical 
skill, but with such tense bowing that 
her tones lost much of their smoofhness. 
She fared better, however, in the Con- 
certo, playing with freer bow, and in the 
Canzonetta movement produced a 
beautiful, singing tone. In her ghorter 
offerings, Scott-Kreisler Lotus Land and 
the Debussy-Choisnel En Bateau, her 
interpretations wete effective. 

Katharine Gorin was well received on 
the occasion of her piano recital in 
Town Hall, the evening of March 1, be- 
ginning her program with Cesar 
Franck’'s Prelude, Chorale and Fugue, 
followed by compositions by Chopin, 
Brahms, Rachmaninoff, Stravinsky, Medt- 
ner and Dohnanyi. While Miss Gorin’s 
playing showed her to be a serious 
student far above the average recitalist, 
in several of her numbers a heaviness, 
lack of shading and a decided prepon- 
derance in the base marred the effect. 
Several of her Chopin numbers, how- 
ever, were charmingly played. 

William Burt, tenor, offered a program 
of some 18 or 20 selections, Wednesday 
evening, March 2, in Town Hall, with 
somewhat varying results. The arias by 
Myerbeer, Piccini and Wagner seemed 
beyond his capacity ‘to attain, for there 
was too much evidence of strained ef- 
fort, particularly for the upper notes. 
However, in his group of excellent songs 
by Wintter Watts, Hageman, Schneider, 
Rachmaninoff and Whiting more pleas- 
ing qualities were displayed. Selections 
of Grieg and Hugo Wolf (sung in Ger- 
man) and also a Du Bist wie eine Blume 
by Haeussler (his accompanist) were 
well received. Mr. Burt, in this recital 
at least, lacked proper control and sus- 
taining quality and has not fully 
mastered the blending of his registers 
and careful use of the falsetto. Not- 
withstanding, the audience, the majority 
of whom were apparently devoted fol- 
lowers, evidenced frequent approval. 
One extra number was demanded at the 
conclusion of his regular program.

Walter’ Brown, comique-in-chief, minus 
his usual funny Dutch makeup ana ec- 
centric mannerism, is far from being the 
comique that we found him to be In cir- 
cuit shows, for Brown has apparently 
dropped his former efforts to please tne 
patrons and assumed a self-sxtisfied air 
of self-assurance that his lack of makeup 
and comedy at the time of our review 
didn't warrant, and if it hadn't been 
for his cocomiqué, Bob Nugent, and te 
aggressiveness of James X. Francis, the 
character straight man, the comedy 
would have been nil. 


Why a comique of Brewn's former 
cleverness will permit himself to de- 


teriorate because he assumes he is 2 
favorite with stock-house patrons is be- 
yond our understanding. 

Be that as it may, what we found 
lacking in Brown we fcund fully mad 
up for by the other principals, and 
Nugent carrying the burden of the com- 
edy with his slow, droll, dry witticisms 
and low comedy actions.

There are 27 scenes listed in the first 
part and 14 in the second part, thereby 
calling for exceptional scenic equip- 
ment, lighting effects and costuming. 

For the most part, the dialog, special- 
ties and numbers opened in front of a 
series of drapes in one, then going into 
classy, colorful, full-stage sets admirable. 

Peaches, a marcel-waved blonde, with 
classic features, a slender, symmetrical 
form and an air of refinement, is billed 
as the Sheba of Shimmy, but Peaches, in 
full accord with the recent ruling of 
House Manager Sam Raymond, shy of 
the much-heralded shimmy, gives, how- 
ever, a graceful, swaying movement that is 
seductively admirable in several scenes 
and numbers, 

Al Flatico and Joe Van are the 
comiques, Flatico doing a clean-face, com- 
edy-clothed wop, and Van a goggled, 
somewhat eccentric wise-cracking sap, 
with frequent changes of comedy clothes. 

Tom Hays and Jack Price, two classy- 
clothed juvenile straight men, and 
Jimmie Serra, character-bit man, share 
honors in feeding the comiques in a 
fast and funny manner. 

Althea Conley, a boyish-bob brunet, 
blues-singing-and-dancing prima donna, 
with personality aplenty. and Mae Ser- 
pas, a titian-tinted singing and dancing 
ingenue-soubret, work in most of the 
scenes like thoroly seasoned burlesquers, 
stepping out alone and in company with 
others for their respective specialties, that 
fully merited the encores given them. 

Mickey Stevens, a pretty, petite, bobbed 
brunet singing and dancing soubret, 
captivated the customers with her ap- 
parent youth and beauty, and her every 
reappearance was rewarded with a warm 
welcome. Another season under the 


management of George Young, and this 
clever kiddie will make some of her 
more matured soubret competitors look 
to their laurels. 

The choristers have been carefully se- 
lected for their youth, beauty, pep and per- 
sonality, supplemented by the talent and 
ability to handle the picturesque num- 
bers staged by Teddy Russell, and sing 
in harmony to the special music of Roma 
Falk. 

Seldom have we reviewed a more com- 
petent company of clean and clever 
comedy makers, accompanied by so ad- 
mirable an ensemble of choristers. This 
is the first presentation of the season on 
the circuit, featuring the masculine prin- 
cipals as feminine choristers a la bur- 
lesque. It is also the first company on 
the circuit in which all the principals 
evidence their ability as musical instru- 
mentalists, for they appear in both 
finales as a jazz band, with Bert Peck, 
musical director, as the leader with vio- 
lin; Peaches, with the saxophone; Flatico 
at piano; Van and Serra, cornetists; 
Hays, the sousaphone; Price, the trom- 
bone; Prima Conley, banjo; Ingenue- 
Soubret Serpas, saxophone, and Fern 
Martin, bobbed brunet chorister, at the 
drums, as harmonists. 


Comique Flatico, in a specialty, sang 
@ la Italian for encores that enabled him 
to prove himself master of the violin. 
Juvenile Serra and Ingenue-Soubret Ser- 
pas were somewhat ridiculous in a kiddie- 
singing specialty, but redeemed them- 
selves admirably as fully matured sing- 
ing and dancing specialists. Juvenile 
Serra, doing a single, handled the man- 
dolin like a master. 

Comique Van, down in the second part 
of the show, did his famous impersona- 
tion of Bert Williams, supplemented with 
his own acrobatic eccentric dance. 
Straight Hays and Juvenile Serra evoked 
much applause for their double dance, 
and Hays alone merited his appellation 
of silver-toned tenor of Montana. 


Jack Price, as the hypnotist, put over 
a clever bit of cross-fire patter with 
Comique Flatico in box, and did equally 
well as a uniformed cop in a booze- 
bottle bit with Van, the street-cleaning 
bootlegger, and the cop handcuff bit with 
Comiques Flatico and Van; also in a 
studio scene, heralding the posing 
models. 


Taking it in its entirety, Laffin’ Thru 
fully merits its billing, for the patrons, 


including ourself, laughed thru the en- 
tire presentation.

NEW YORK, March 7.—The most mod- 
ern theaters, with large seating capaci- 
ties and stages equipped to play pre- 
sentations, will be built as soon as 
plans can be formulated by the Fox or- 
ganization in all key cities in the United 
States and Canada where Fox does not 
receive adequate representation for its 
film product. A coast-wide chain of his 
own to keep step with competitive dis- 
tributors and set up opposition to the 
big producer-owned circuits is looked 
upon by William Fox and his executives 
as inevitable. Recently a program for 
a half dozen new theaters was approved. 
This, however, is but a drop in the 
bucket, according to inside information. 


Even where Fox films are being booked 
into first-run houses, the firm is plan- 
ning to build to compete with Publix, 
Loew, or whatever circuits touch the 
territory. New York City will be in- 
cluded, it is said. A site at 50th street 
and Seventh avenue is understood to be 
under consideration. 


James R. Grainger has already left on 
an extensive trip to study conditions in 
various territories, look over the situa- 
tion in key centers and report on prog- 
ress in cities where Fox houses are now 
under way. 

The necessity for a Fox chain of big 
theaters is increased by a betterment in 
their product this season and much 
more extensive film plans for the com=- 
ing year. 


New Presentation Acts 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Mme. Trentini, 
operatic soprano; Drenna Beach, the 
Griffin Twins, the Blue Jay Orchestra 
and Markell and Faun, all new to the 
picture house field, have been booked as 
presentation attractions thru the Wil- 
liam Morris office. 


Mme. Trentini, who has been touring 
big time vaudeville, opens next week at 
the Century, Baltimore, for Loew, with 
other dates to follow. Drenna Beach is 
also booked on Loew, opening this week 
at the Allen, Cleveland, as is Markell 
and Faun. The Griffin Twins, long in 
the two-a-day, open the current week 
at the Palace, Washington, and the Blue 
Jay Orchestra plays the Le Roy Theater, 
Pawtucket, R. I.

Picture Houses Booking 
Attractions Far Ahead 


NEW YORK, March 7.-—-An increase 
in opposition between circuits and in- 
dividual houses playing presentation 
material, with relative sharpness in de- 
mand for standard attractions, has led 
to the booking of ‘acts far in advance 
in order to assure dates Publix, 
Stanley, Loew and other chains, includ- 
ing several in the Middle West, such 
as Finkelstein & Ruben, are lining up 
material for late spring months. For 
its units the Publix organization has a 
schedule reaching into the summer, tho 
tentative. 

“Spot” bookings, while negotiated at 
the beginning of the season on a com- 
parative week-to-week basis, are now 
made months ahead, investigation re- 
veals. Among acts are several now tour- 
ing in vaudeville. 

Jerry Cargill, who is doing good busi- 
ness in the presentation field, has six 
of his acts booked solid into May. They 
are Roy Smeck, Riviera, Omaha, May 2; 
Trado Twins, State, St. Paul, M 15; 
Salt and Pepper, Wisconsin, Milwaukee, 
May 8; Cliff Edwards, State, Boston, 
June 1; Gene Austin, set until May 15, 
house undecided, and Jack Smith, for 
whom time is now pending between 
here and the West Coast. 

The William Morris office, Arthur 
Spizzi, Ted Braun and others also are 
setting attractions far in advance. 


Two New Revival Houses 


NEW YORE, March 7.—Two houses in 
the Metropolitan area to be devoted to 
revivals and so-called artistic films of 
foreign and American make, are planned.

It will be known as the 
55th Street Cinema and be ready 
for opening before summer.

NEW YORK, March 7.—The Dennis 
Sisters, who were forced to cancel pic- 
ture-house time in the Middle West 
owing to the illness of Ruth Dennis, 
now rapidly recovering from an opera- 
tion, will resume bookings at the Para- 
mount the week of March 26, with Bos- 
ton probably to follow. Publix wanted 
the act to play the Metropolitan there 
this week, but it could not accept. 


Cameo Record Co. Books Acts 


NEW YORK, March 7.—The Cameo 
Record people have entered the picture- 
house hooking field to secure open dates 
for artistes under contract to them. 
Willie Robyn, who has a contract with 
Cameo, marks their first booking. He 
was signed for a return date at the Allen, 
Cleveland, and is under consideration for 
an engagement at the new Roxy here. 

Recently Robyn was compelled to re- 
fuse dates from Loew to make records.

NEW YORK, March 17.—Gilda Gray, 
now finishing her second picture for 
Paramount, Cabaret, has been signed to 
a five-year contract by Samuel Goldwyn 
and will make one feature a year for 
United Artists release.

Bands in Picture Houses 
On the Wane Due to Jumps 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Bands and 
entertaining orchestras, as presenta- 
tion attractions, are on the wane, 
due to the difficulty in obtaining 
jumps that do not eat up the profits 
Not wanted by some managers, the 
booking of orchestral outfits has re- 
duced itself to a difficult problem 
Loew and Stanley, which have been 
catering to band attractions for sev- 
eral months, are beginning to let up 
somewhat, owing to demands for 
what is becoming known in the pic- 
ture house field as “standard attrac- 
tions”. Publix, outside of exceptional 
bookings such as Whiteman and 
Sousa, are not interested in band or- 
ganizations 

Agents handling bands declare the 
margin of profit is small because a 
“single” that is good can jump any- 
where and still make money, whereas 
this cannot be done with a band 
carrying anywhere from eight to 14 
men.

Strand 
Film: “An Affair of the Follies’’ 


(First National) 


The title of this latest First National 
release has a slender excuse as a label 
for the Dixie Willson story, Here Y’Are, 
Brother, but it is good box-office bait in 
these days of piscatorial movie opera- 
tions. Miss Willson’s story is a human 
interest document based on the connu- 
bia! vicissitudes of a clerk and a Follies 
dancer, with a Wall Street millionaire 
on the sidelines, who, admitting failure 
in his efforts to win the girl away even 
after her marriage, hands her over to 
the somewhat stubborn husband with a 
bit of advice for his own and her good. 

It is “an affair of the Follies” only in- 
sofar as the girl is a dancer in a musical 
show. Triteness of construction and 
banality of direction prevail at every 
turn, and there is something theatrically 
illogical in the treatment. Banker, clerk 
and struggling inventor eat in the same 
restaurant—one because the food is 
good, the others because it is cheap— 
and the millionaire goes into ecstacies 
over a third-rate adagio team which 
Follies shows do not feature above 
everything else for the grand finale in a 
movie-type theater with a handful of 
musicians for an orchestra. 

A producer of Al Rockett’s experience 
could do a lot more to elevate the 
movies than has been done in An Affair 
of the Follies. June Mathis prepared 
the scenario. She, also, could have done 
better. 

Withal, An Affair of the Follies will 
probably drag them in at the box office, 
with the usual “stills” outside, but the 
hit the picture makes, if at all, will be 
mild where good films are demanded. 

Billie Dove makes her debut as a star 
in this one, with Lewis Stone and Lloyd 
Hughes in her support. Millard Webb 
directed. Titles pass muster. They are 
occasionally wise-cracking after the 
Ralph Spence fashion. 

Joseph Plunkett’s stage presentation 
includes Edna Burhans, soprano, offer- 
ing The Red, Red Rose as a prelude to 
a ballet number, Gavotte, with Mlle. 
Klemova, M. Daks and Kiddon, supported 
by the Mark Strand ballet corps, a num- 
ber that is done in good taste, and The 
Four Aristocrats, a singing-musical quar- 
tet. This act formerly worked for Publix 
and since made a Vitaphone number, 
now current at the Colony Theater five 
blocks up Broadway. 

The Aristocrats are truly aristocrats of 


music and song They number Ed 
Lewis, steel guitar: Bert Bennett, uku- 
lele; Fred Weber, piano, and Tom Miller, 
guitar Theirs is a nicely arranged 
routine of pop selections. At the show 
reviewed the act registered a good hand 
and did several encores. The setting 
was attractive and appropriate.

Another dog picture and one that will 
not evoke unusual enthusiasm in the 
important first-run houses of the coun- 
try, if it reaches those screens. Rin-Tin- 
Tin, the Valentino of the police canine 
fold, a Broadway attraction a few years 
ago, is its star. He will be received be- 
yond peradventure of doubt with a hail 
of cheer off the Main streets of the big 
cities, even though his vehicle, Hills of 
Kentucky, has little to offer of an origi- 
nal or interesting nature. 


The story has been molded with me- 
ticulous theatrical care to suit the hise 
trionic talents of its police dog star, who 
is supported in a trite love tale by Jason 
Robards, Dorothy Dwan and Tom Sant- 
schi—hero, heroine and villain: respec- 
tively. They act like puppets on strings 
manipulated by movie producers of the 
days of ’07, and the story runs a simi- 
lar course. Its background, according to 
the subtitles, are the hills of old Ken- 
tuck’, where the mountain folk live 
simple, drab lives in a sea of pftiable 
ignorance, and even a schoolhouse is 
looked upon askance as something to be 
feared. 


The pretty schoolmarm—a _ veritable 
flower in a field of weeds—starts the ball 
a-rolling, with Steve and Ben Harley, 
half brothers, vying for her hand. They 
love with rifles, and use these instru- 
ments with characteristic bad movie 
aim in attempting to down the Gray 
Ghost. (Rin-Tin-Tin), leader of a pack 
of mountain dogs. The dog, wary of 
humans, is woven into the story via the 
crippled little brother of the school- 
marm, who makes friends with the ani- 
mal while fishing. Having saved the 
dog’s life on one occasion, the canine re- 
taliates when the girl is in danger, de- 
stroying very theatrically and propitious- 
ly the ruthless villain. Thereafter, 
everyone, including the dog, was happy 
from all indications. 

Howard Bretherton directed and Ed- 
ward Clark prepared the scenario. Ex- 
hibitors will doubtless find the picture 
a good one for those days when women 
and children are in the habit of going 
to the theater, as this is the type of 
picture that will appeal to them.

A few more pictures like Blind Alleys 
and Tom Meighan’s drawing power will 
take a landslide. Some more acting like 
Meighan does in this one, playing a role 
that it was evident he did not like, will 
bring it on quicker. The story is by 
Owen Davis. It attempts to show in a 
way that ts not new how man and wife 
might lose each other in a great city 
and through a series of coincidences be 
led to believe the opposite of what is 
actually the case. A woman, jealous of 
the man, and another man, in love 
with his wife, act out the drama of co- 
incidence in the usual way. Greta 
Nissen plays opposite Meighan as his 
wife, frantically searching for her lost 
husband, who had been run down by 
an automobile, suffering injuries that 
temporarily affected his mind. Quite by 
coincidence the wife is kidnapped by 
thugs and held captive for several days 
in their rendezvous Time and again 
the husband and wife—mind you, in a 
great city like New York—miss each 
other by seconds, one going. around the 
corner and out of sight just in the nick 
of time. Through further coincidence, 
however, they find each other and the 
jealous man and woman who had tried 
to separate them meet the defeat every 
viewer of the film knew from the very 
beginning they would suffer. 

The picture is very draggy in parts 
and never particularly interesting. It is 
also not very well directed, though its 
scenes are varied and include a number 
of familiar and authentic shots of New 
York. As an ordinary program film, 
Blind Alleys passes muster, but as a 
vehicle for such a leading star of the 
Paramount heavens as Meighan it is a 
rather sorry spectacle. Frank Tuttle was 
the director. He does not prove himself 
very resourceful in view of his ex- 
perience.

Broadways 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States, by a decision of five to four, has 
held the New York ticket scalpers act 
unconstitutional, and there is much con- 


sequent rejoicing in the offices of 
brokers, who can obtain seats for pro- 
ductions which are successes. The Su- 
preme Court seems to have been mo- 
tivated by the feeling that the theater 
was not a necessity, and that if people 
didn’t want to pay exorbitant prices they 
could stay at home or go to the movies. 

But that was too true even before this 
decision with the slight restraint ime- 
posed by the act held unconstitutional, 
and it is not a state of mind which Equity 
would like to see encouraged. Nor does 
it, because of the peculiar conditions 
obtaining in New York, operate to es- 
tablish a real open market, where supply 
and demand meet to establish a com- 
mon price level. For native New Yorkers 
have to meet the competition of outside 
holiday makers determined to see cer- 
tain well-advertised shows, and, as far 
as money is concerned, on a par with a 
party of drunken sailors on shore leave 
for the first time in months—pro- 
verbially the most spendthrift of men. 

It seems to Equity that it is a de- 
cision which will not bolster the hits, for 
the speculators will not share their profits 
with the producers; will tend to disgust 
many occasional patrons with the iegiti- 
mate theater as an institution, and will 
benefit only those ticket brokers who 
manage to manipulate tickets into their 
own hands. 


If Salary Cuts, Why Not Bonuses for Hits? 

The system of asking the actors in a 

; production to accept cuts in salary when 
bad times are encountered is not a 
strictly modern invention. Again, we are 
indebted to David Glassford for a quota- 
tion from John Hollingshead, a noted 
: English producer of the ’70s and ’80s, who 
4 in The English Theater of March 1, 1879, 
: wrote of this problem as follows: “The 
sudden and unfortunate collapse of one 

' of the great London theaters—a house 
sometimes called the National Theater— 
has raised the question (a question which 
could only exist in the theatrical pro- 
fession) as to the propriety or impro- 
priety of taking or refusing half salaries. 
Theatrical people are so hedged around 
with conventional and peculiar customs 
i that it is almost impossible to approach 
| other laborers. The benefit system is 
one of these customs, and, until this is 

abolished, it is difficult to believe that 

there is not something in the constitu- 

tion of a playhouse company which re- 

moves it from the operation of or- 

dinary commercial laws. Few people, 
however, outside the charmed circle, fail 
; to see the absurdity of throwing any 
blame on any body of actors and the- 

atrical workpeople or any members of 
x that body who refuse to submit to a 
sudden reduction of 50 per cent on their 
; salaries to sustain a falling theater in 
which they never had any interest in 


profits. If it were the custome of man- 
agers in thriving times to call their com- 
pany together and distribute bonuses or 
double salaries on the score of the gen- 
eral prosperity, there might then be 
some justification in the time of 
trouble for demanding services at half 
the proper remuneration. This not be- 
ing the case (there is no record of such 
a case), it is foolish and illogical to 
abuse, even by implication, any members 
of a company who refuse to act the 
moment they are told that the manager 
is not in a position to pay their salaries. 
The sentiment which is too often im- 
ported into theatrical transactions gen- 
erally leads to some injustice, and the 
sooner actors, authors and managers ac- 
cept their position as traders, and noth- 
ing more, the better it will be for the 
so-called ‘dramatic profession’.” 


South American “Gentlemen Prefer—” 

A note from a recent deputy report of 
the Chorus Equity Association concern- 
ing a request fcr girls to work in a pro- 
duction in South America for a manage- 
ment with which the Chorus Equity has 
dealt with before and which has proved 
satisfactory, states: “The producer has 
asked for blond girls only.” Boy, page 
Anita Loos! 


Life Member Aids Emergency Fund 


Caroline Newcomb, who has been a life 
member of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion for many years, contributed to the 
emergency fund of the association the 
one-eighth extra salary she received for 
playing the special matinee February 22. 
Miss Newcomb declared, in making the 
contribution, that she wanted to show 
her appreciation for all Equity had done 
for her in the past. 


Taylor Seems To Like the Actors 


When the Pickwick company played 
the Belasco Theater in Washington, the 
manager of that house, L. Stoddard 
Taylor, wrote the company a note at the 
conclusion of its stay, which was well 
out of the ordinary routine of relation- 
ship between house manager and visit- 
ing players, and which deserves com- 
ment: “May I have the pleasure of ex- 
tending to the ladies and gentlemen of 
the Pickwick company sincere thanks for 
the great pleasure your efforts have af- 
forded our audiences,” wrote Mr. Taylor. 
“The presentation of Pickwick is brilliant 
and has afforded a measure of satisfac- 
tion seldom reached by any attraction. 
You have brought 100 per cent happi- 
ness to those in front, and I want you 
to share it. May your success never be 
less.” 

The members of Pickwick seem to be 
in luck all around, for the management 
seems to regard them with as tender an 
eye as Mr. Stoddard. Mr. Reilly, the pro- 
ducer, unable to attend the onening be- 
cause of the death of his father, wrote 
to thank them for the preparatory ef- 
forts which had gone into the produc- 
tion, and on the first jump from Wash- 
ington to Philadelphia furnished each 


member of the cast with a seat in a 
Pullman chair car. Returning to Mr. 
Taylor again, this friendliness is only the 
latest manifestation of his interest in 
and regard for the actors who come to 
his theater as guests in his own home. 


New York’s First Playhouse 

Accustomed as we are to the newness 
of our own country, it is still something 
of a shock to realize that the very first 
theater in New York, if it were still 
standing, would be rather less than 200 
years old. New York at that time, about 
1731, still clung to the tip of Manhattan 
Island. It is true that the city was be- 
ginning to push past Wall street, and 
that a new street, just opened up and 
still somewhat suburban, has been named 
Cortlandt, after the old Dutch family of 
that name; that Broadway was a fine, 
wide boulevard, which ran between the 
farms as far north as the present site of 
Central Park before merging into the 
river road to the settlements along the 
Hudson; but the Governor, Rip Van 
Dam, could scarcely speak English, and 
the ferry to the Brooklyn shore had only 
just been established. It was on a piece 
of property owned by the Governor, and 
in a building erected by him, that a 
room was leased for the first plays pre- 
sented in this city.

The Equity is for your 
business protection only, the Actors’ 
Fund is a charitable organization. It is 
the friend of the profession in sickness 
and in death. It has cared for hundreds 
of members of the Chorus Equity. 

Membership in the fund costs only $2 
a year. Possibly no one who reads this 
will ever need the fund. Should that 
be the case the $2 you give will help 
less fortunate members of your profes- 
sion. Two dollars a year is very little to 
give to charity. Our members who are 
working waste much more than that in 
a week. 

The Chorus Equity is anxious that all 
members shall also be members of the 
Fund. Some of the more public spirited 
members of Chorus Equity have volun- 
teered their services in an effort to make 
every chorus in New York members of 
the Fund. Miss Bernie Goe and William 
Nealy are workine toggrd that end in 
the Bye Bye Bonnie Company, Va- 
lérie Petri and Charles Mantia in the 
Desert Song.

We are anxious that all our people 
should be enrolled and will be glad to 
hear from members in any of the com- 
panies not listed—either in New York or 
on the road—who are willing to do this 
work for the good of the members of 
their profession. 


We are pleased to report that the sale 
of tickets for the Charles McDonald 
benefit fund, which will be held in 
Washington March 4, is progressing 
nicely.

The Equity requires a bond in order 
to protect its members from loss of 
salary in the event the management is 
unable to pay. Members should remem- 
ber that in the case of a defaulting 
manager, they cannot expect to be paid 
on the date that the salary is due. A 
bond cannot be released on a moment’s 
notice. There was a time when an actor 
with a stranded company realized that 
he was out of luck, would never get his 
salary, and let it go at that, because he 
couldn't do anything else. The Equity 
has changed that. In changing an old 
abuse, it has made conditions so much 
easier for the new people in the busi- 
ness that some of them are getting to 
the place where they are apparently un- 
able to reason for themselves. If they 
don’t get their money on Saturday night 
as per schedule, the usual cry goes up, 
“What good is Equity?” The Equity is 
this much good, it gives you a fair de- 
gree of certainty that the money will be 
paid in time. Before the days of Equity 
you could have an absolute certainty 
that it never would be paid. 


The Equity is a labor organization— 
it is not a producing manager nor does it 
back shows for shoestring managers. It 
forces him to back his own show or give 
up the idea of producing. 


Recently a company that had had six 
month's work stranded. At least 80 per 
cent of the chorus claimed that they 
hadn't enough money to pay hotel bills. 
Just how they planned to live when the 
company closed has not yet been ex- 
nlained. No member of the acting pro- 
fession can count on 52 weeks’ continu- 
ous work in the year. And no person 
paying $12 a year to an organization has 
a right to expect an advance of #50 or 
$100 whenever he wants it. An invest- 
ment of $12 a year could not possibly 
yield that profit.

house entertainment. Cambria knows a 
thing or two about staging these units, 
and in An Alpine Romance he has cre- 
ated a scene alone that captures the eye 
straightaway. When reviewed, the audi- 
ence applatided it enthusiastically. In 
keeping with his unit, Cambria presents 
a set representing a Swiss hillside down 
which a narrow path runs. The back- 
ground is particularly graphic with its

On the opening a flock 
of sheep come down the path followed 
by a herdsman, who immediately goes 
into a yodel number, assisted by a voice 
offstage. Fred Zimmerman and Marcelle 
Grandville sing the number, The Moun- 
tain Love Call, pleasantly, though their 
voices are not unusual.

any other two great institutions that 
have so much in common. Both are 
powerful institutions for good or evil. 
The prejudice against people of the 
theater is based on ignorance and bigot- 
ry, impressions gained by reading the 
scandals our newspapers are so eager to 
print.

Report of Fatal Blow 


MONTREAL, Quebec.—It is reported 
here that Mrs. Houdini, widow of Harry 
Houdini, is seeking double liability in- 
surance on her husband’s life on the 
ground that he died as the result of a 
blow in the abdomen received while on 
his visit to Montreal. 

Mrs. Houdini is said to have affidavits 
from three students of McGill Univer- 
sity that when in Houdini’s dressing 
room at the Princess Theater, here, the 
week before he died, one student struck 
the magician a friendly blow in the ab- 
domen. Rupture of the appendix is said 
to have resulted. j 

At the time Houdini was stricken 
with his last illness, the report was 
that a newspaper man had struck Hou- 
dini while in the theater dressing room. 
That was denied. A second report was 
that Houdini had been struck while 
giving a lecture before the students at 
McGill University. That was denied by 
the university authorities. 


Frankson Scores in Winnipeg 


Len Vintus, secretary of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Magicians, sends 
the following: “Frankson, the man of 
100 cigarets, played the Orpheum Thea- 
ter at Winnipeg (Can.) recently and 
registered a big hit with his sleight-ot- 
hand act.

World’s Oldest Magician Is Discovered 
At Dayton Military Home by Thurston 


The oldest magician in the world was 
discovered in Dayton, O., by Howard 
Thurston, who appeared with his magic 
show at the Victoria Theater there last 
week. 

The distinction was held by Robert 
Brown, veteran of two wars and a score 
of battles, who made the National Mil- 
tary home his abode, but who since 
Thurston’s visit has passed away. 

For many years the aged man, who 
celebrated his 110tn birthday last 
month, had made it a rule to attend 
a performance of Thurston’s show when 
he played here during his annual tours. 
But the sand in Father Time’s glass 
that marks the span of life for this 
courageous old fighter is piling higher 
and higher and a recent illness which 
confined him to the hospital at the 
home brought only gloom to “Colonel 
Bob”, who realized that he would not 
be able to go to the magic show to 
which he had long looked forward. It 
was doubly disappointing, since magic 
had played an important part in his 
life since early childhooa. 

The last day of Thurston’s local en- 
gagement came and the old magic lover 
put the dreamed-of-entertainment out 
of his mind with a sigh. But by this 
time the news of “Colonel Bob’s” desire 
to see Thurston had reached the magi- 
cian, who canceled personal engage- 
ments and journeyed to the home, 
where he gave a sick man one of 
the happiest surprises of his life, and a 
bit of magical entertainment. And the 


light in the old man’s eye caused one 
of the physicians who had assembled 
to watch Thurston to remark that “He's 
given him a medicine which is impos- 
sible to produce in any laboratory.” 

In the course of his conversation with 
“Colonel Bob”, Thurston learned his 
grandfather was a Hopi Indian cnief- 
tain and that his youth had been spent 
with the tribe which had rescued his 
emigrant mother from burning sands. 
Now the Hopi Indians are noted for 
their magic; much of their mystic 
knowledge has never been known to the 
white man. It was with these people 
that Robert Brown learned to do magic 
and thru more than 100 years it nas 
been a hobby that brought him much 
pleasure. This, then, is the narrative 
of how the oldest magician in the world 
was entertained by the most famous 
magician of the present day—Howard 
Thurston—whose years are exactly one- 
half of the number lived by Robert 
Brown. 

When asked of his home life, “Colonel 
Bob” told of ahappy littlefamily enjoy- 
ing the sunshine of California, and then 
how it was broken up by a ghastly wolf 
attack in the Sacramento valley, in 
which he lost his loved ones and which 
started him to drifting like a feather 
in the wind. 

The records at the home show that 
Robert Brown served in the 25th Ohio 
Light Artillery during’ the Civil War, 
from August 22, 1861, to September 8, 
1864. His death occurred March 3.

The loss of the Indiana 
booking will necessitate an eariler cius- 
ing of his show, as these towns were 
used to get back to headquarters. Road- 
show conditions would be greatly im- 
proved by managers working together 
in harmony instead of opposing and 
fighting each other White justly 
thinks. White is already working on 
plans for his show next season, which 
he expects to be his best production.

George Macfarlane’s penny-ante lark 
for the Lotus Club in presenting We All 
Do is not apt to be taken any more 
seriously by the general public than by 
the dress-suited, distinguished group 
that left the house half empty between 
the acts to gather in the lobbies at the 
premiere for congratulatory pretties 
that carried little or no conviction. The 
piece tries awfully hard to be smart and 
Somerset Maugham-ish, but the result 
is pitiful. 


The story is another of those anec- 
dotes wherein wits are matched between 
the wife and the mistress of a stupid 
man. The duel this time is to settle 
whether or not the wife’s daughter and 
the mistress’ son shall marry. This 
dramatic question is considerably weak- 
ened by the fact that it is perfectly ob- 
vious that the girl and boy will marry 
anyway, the former being more than 
broadminded and the latter being the 
legitimate son of a deceased Count and 
not of the erring father in the play, 
as all are perfectly aware of. Attempt 
is made at worldly sophistication and 
ultra chatter by dropping the pronoun 
subject from sentences in the dialogue, 
such as “Wouldn't touch it with a 
poker” and “Does you credit’, or such 
phrasing as “Come sit next me”. The 
humor is banal and the whole thing 
lacking in subtlety. The authors, snd 
the cast for that matter, pound away, 
but without effect. Only occasionaiy 
are there moments that rise above sheer 
childishness. 


Anne Shoemaker achieves the most 
distinction, as the wile, out omy varu 
her own luminous personality and 
charm. Kathryn Givney, playing the 
mistress, strikes Just the right note be- 
tween polish and a mara oF common- 
hess, but is unable to lift the role out 
of its absurdity. The dim-witted hus- 
band is absolutely muffed by Charles 
Richmond, whose repetition of words in 
the manner of embarrassed stammering 
utterly fails to convey a real character. 
H. Reeves-Smith has little to do but 
Stand about, and of course does not fail 
to do that well, but Orlando Daly is 
less lucky in a silly role of a Revereni 
who loves his cocktails. The girl and 
boy lovers are acceptably portrayed by 
Virginia Williams and Carleton Hil- 
dreth, and Herbert Clark is refreshing 
in another juvenile part. Raymond 
O'Brien plays a butler aiong conven- 
tional lines. The cast has been directed 
by one of the authors and therefore 
the positions must at least be satis- 
factory to him if not bearing much ef- 
fect to the audience. A suitable setting 
has been provided by Walter Schaffner, 
but it is no more distinguished than the 
Play.

A deplorably thin and feeble bit of 
The ment is Frank Craven's latest. 
; ® ttle change to Money From Home 
fom Coal Oil Jennie, as it was known 


on the road; the rewriting of the entire 
script, and the strengthening of the 
cast, with Craven himself stepping into 
what is far from a stellar role, may 
have helped the piece a little; but it re- 
mains only half a play and a poor one 
at that. 


The running time is less than two 
hours for the whole performance, with 
the first two acts challenging the short- 
est on recora. Opening with a drowsy 
narrative about the little mill hand who 
decides to go to New York and blow 
herself to a few weeks of luxury with 
the $5,000 her father has left her, 
Craven's delayed first entrance until 
the second act necessitates further ex- 
position to set forth his character as a 
shady young doctor engaged im a con- 
fidence game and thinking himself in 
luck to have fallen in love with such a 
rich young girl as Jennre pretenas to 
be on her “tout”. The first bit of hu- 
mor and originality comes with the doc- 
tor refusing to believe Jennie when she 
Says she is really poor, an amusing 
theory that one practiced in the art of 
deceit does not recognize the truth 
when he hears it. But it is not until 
the third act that the play really gets 
going and the humor reaches anywhere 
near the level that is expected of Frank 
Craven after his First Year. Even in 
the last chapter, however, the plot con- 
tinues to be obvious and decorated with 
stock situations. The explosion of the 
powder mill, a disaster that provides 
redemption for the doctor, who has 
slipped into shady ways, and gives prom- 
ise that he will be rewarded for his 
heroic first-aid work by a gift hospital 
for his very own, is a denouement 
that is too trite to be taken seriously. 

Lacking, too, is the reality and breath 
of life in this piece that distinguished 
The First Year. Cravens quiet manner 
and easy, good-natured reading is more 
persuasive than his role provides in ac- 
tual fact of writing. Together with Leo 
Donnelly, as another “con” man, ne 
keeps the play from slumping into ab- 
solute boredom. In both cases it ss 
personality casting a glow over poor 
material. Shirley Warde overdoes tne 
sharpness of tongue in her first act 
scenes, but improves as tne play pro- 
gresses. Her performance is lacking in 
subtlety, tho the fault may be mostly 
in the script and the direction. 

Camilla Dalberg makes a real charac- 
ter out of the Pennsylvania Dutch 
farmwoman and John Ravold gives an 
entertaining performance, tho he is 
about as Dutch as A. L. Erlanger. Two 
higher-society roles are acceptably 
played by Adora Andrews and Frederick 
Graham, both in need of further direc- 
tion to be really outstanding, as they 
should be, and two minor parts are 
well handled by John Diggs and Beacher 
Zebbs. The settings fill the require- 
ments, but little more.

John Howard Lawson, high priest of 
experimentation advocates, having real- 
ized perhaps that the public is not yet 
ready to grasp the more subtle satires, 
not to mention the deeper emotions, of 
life as they may be set forth in terms 
of impressionism and expressionism, has 
contented himself this time with the 
administration of a simpler lesson. Of 
course, it does not do full justice to 
the author, for Lawson is capable of so 
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much, but it is a judicious sacrifice to 
the cause. ; 

Loud Speaker attempts as strongly as 
its predecessors, more strongly in fact, 
to sweep aside the narrow-minded con- 
viction that tradition must necessarily 
be followed in the theater, but its 
seeming revolt is discreetly made easier 
by keeping it strictly to light entertain- 
ment. Lawson apparently would merely 
get his audiences used to the newer 
form with this piece and he has kept 
the meanings of his theme well within 
the primer class. 


Heretofore it has been the meaning 
in these plays that has been the most 
troublesome to the uninitiated, those 
who have been so bred in conventional 
realism that they could not fathom any- 
thing that was a departure. Altho the 
departure is so simple a thing as the 
slight distortion of the surface of reality 
to disclose in bolder theatrical relief 
the feeling, the mood, the life existent 
beneath that surface, it is nevertheless 
a change from what the average thea- 
tergoer has been accustomed to and per- 
haps it is as well to avoid too much 
depth at first. Whereas the earlier ex- 
pressionistic plays have plunged into 
the lights and shades of the soul, into 
keenly perceptive humor and pathos, 
and resulted in confusion because the 
medium was not thoroly enough under- 
stood to carry such import clearly to 
the audience—Lawson starts afresh with 
Loud Speaker. He concentrates on the 
elementary phases of the medium itself 
and applies them to simple rather than 
complex import. Except that it is pre- 
sented in this new way, the piece is 
just a high-spirited burlesque farce that 
is most ordinary and easy for anyone 
to understand. For that very reason it 
is frequently empty and dull to the 
higher tastes, but on the whole it is 
good pioneering. 

The constructivist setting is used 
most of the time in its full-stage en- 
tirety, instead of in the black-out sec- 
tional method employed in God Loves 
Us and Pinwheel, and is therefore less 
confusing. Here the maze of stairs 
and platforms are a more composite 
whole, giving the effect of an entire 
house without walls to obstruct the 
vision. Painted and finished, if sym- 
bolically, the scaffolding comes nearer 
to being satisfyingly aesthetic than the 
lumber and junkyard appearance of 
earlier settings of this type and it does 
support to an extent the theory that 
the scope of action is increased. The 
transfer of action up and down steps 
from one level to another takes con- 
siderable time, however, and makes the 
piece drag. This is partly overcome by 
the less conservative toboggan chutes 
from which the characters make sudden 
entrances and exits, all well and good 
when such an impression of speed is 
desired, but there is no happy medium. 
The experiment is the most intelligent 
so far made in this country and it is 
not without interest. Harry Wagstaff 
Gribble’s direction of the cast seems 
to have made good use of the possi- 
bilities so far discovered. It is only fair 
to keep an open mind on whether or 
not they will eventually prove worth 
while. 


The play itself is concerned with the 
farce of politics and the immediate 
difficulties of a gubernatorial candidate, 
all done in the manner of a cartoon. 
While the central figure is carrying on 
his campaign on the platform of the 
sacredness of the home, his own domestic 
affairs become more and more tangled. 
The story, however, is too thin for three 
acts and is not substantial enough to 
carry interest. Its treatment with buf- 
fonery and jazz gradually loses it ex- 
pressionistic power and the show be- 
comes revue, vaudeville, burlesque, cir- 
cus, lunacy—almost anything but a 
play. Some of it is entertaining, some 
of it a bore. Its simplicity is its own 
undoing as good theater, but it will do 
more to open the new field than half a 
dozen works like Damn the Tears. 
Serious things must come later. 


The cast fluctuates with the produc- 
tion from play to vaudeville. It is far 
from distinguished in the performance 
of either, talent being either inex- 
perienced or mediocre. Seth Kendall 
gets the loud speaker Babbitt effect 
in the role of the gubernatorial candi- 
date, which is probably intended, and he 
therefore cannot be blamed for growing 
tiresome thru the lack of shading. Mar- 
garet Douglass is unsteady as_ the 
politician's wife, sometimes rising to 
heights of caricature and sometimes 
fading to a nonentity. Two juvenile 
roles are played with vim and sparkling 
personalities by Agnes Lumbard and 
Romney Brent, generally amusing and 
delightfully fresh. Leonard Sillman 


reads and characterizes his role without 
signs of an understanding, but scores 
heavily with his dancing. Porter

Later he refused to be dismissed, 
but demanded the legal prosecution to 
which he felt entitled.

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New York Legit. Theaters vs. The Road

es”. In it Stephen Rathbun com- 

es the New York playhouses 25 years 
vith those of today. He tells us that 

New York's legitimate theaters are much 
iter in number; total seating ca- 
pacity, compared to population, has in- 
creased, and five legitimate theaters are 
under construction. He admits there 

re other tnfluences besides mere theater 
iilding and total capacity that affect 
1e success of the present theater, but 
he either casually rejects them or ac- 
epts them without offering much spe- 
je evidence as a basis for his asser- 
ns. He ignores entirely the enormous 
transient population, with its phenome- 
nal percentage of theatergoers, which is 

» predominating influence in the suc- 
cess of New York’s theaters. With facil- 

and dispatch he concludes that the 
have not injured New York's 
itimate theaters, but have, in reality, 

Iped them. 

Perhaps this is true, but if any New 
York manager has been crying aloud for 
more movie theaters in his back yard, he 
either does not speak our language or 
iis voice does not carry this far. Yet so 
ertain is Mr. Rathbun that his conclu- 
sion is free from error, that he makes 
this his closing statement: “Thus are 
the movies voted ‘not guilty’ of injuring 

any way New York's legitimate thea- 
ters.” 

That word “flourishing” is impressive, 
as it indicates a condition greatly de- 
sired in any business. It appeals es- 
pecially to those of us so vitally cone- 
cerned in the theater outside of New 
York, namely, “the road”, which has 
fallen to a low estate. The movies being 
generally blamed for all of our wretched- 
ness, it is somewhat disconcerting to 
learn that despite them the New York 
theaters are flourishing Reasoned 
judgment rebels at the thought that ad- 
versity and prosperity should stalk, side 

y side, in the same business, yet bot! 
be the effect of the same cause. Per- 
haps the road is not really as wretched 

depicted or New York as prosperous 
as we are led to believe. 

Figures are very definite things. For 
hat reason they are often resorted to 
under the false impression that they will 
prove, beyond question, that a thing is 
true or false. Extreme care must be em- 
ployed in applying them to the theatrical 


movies 


tremely intricate, and is, therefore, diffi- 
cult of subjection to figures 

Figures also have a very wide applica- 
tion, and with their use we can seem- 
ingly prove almost any premise is true. 
If memory serves us rightly, it was Dis- 
raeli who tells us there are three kinds 
f lies—lias, damn lies and statistics. 
Now we have no desire or intention of 
ling Mr. Rathbun hard names, neither 
do we question his sincerity in drawing 
his conclusion. But we cannot alto- 
gether agree with his application of fig- 
ures to the theater, so we will use them 
in our own way and leave it to the 
reader to judge which conclusion is the 
more correct. 


E must carefully consider the seat- 

ing ratio, as it ‘greatly affects all 

theatrical prosperity. It is found 
by dividing the total seating capacity of 
* city’s theaters by its total population. 
For example: If a city of 50,000 popula- 
tion has one theater of 1,000 seats, its 
seating ratio is 2 per cent of the total 
population. A city of 50,000 population, 
with two theaters of 1,000 seats each, 
would have a total seating capacity of 
2,000, its seating ratio would be 4 per 
cent of its total population. Other 
things being equal, it is self-evident that 
the city with a seating ratio of .02 
would be more prosperous theatrically 
than the city with .04 as its seating 
ratio. As the seating ratio increases, it 
gradually draws nearer to the danger 
line where a theater is just about break- 
ing even as a business proposition. In 
lain words, the city is then becoming 
overseated. In 1900, the seating ratio in 
the majority of the small cities was very 
close to the danger line or even past it. 
As we go on up thru the cities to,the 
largest ones, we find that in general the 
eating ratio gradually decreased as the 
population increased, and the theater 
was more prosperous. 


The first true introduction of a motion 
picture to Broadway was at Koster & 
Bial’s Music Hall in April, 1896. This 
was the birth of that infant prodigy that 
was destined to become a great and lusty 
giant, with no apparent limit set on its 
growth. By June of that year motion 
pictures were being shown in New 
Orleans, and in August they had reached 
Los Angeles—the movies were on their 
way. Today, generally accepted estimates 
give 50,000 film theaters in the world; 
20,000 in the United States—weekly U. 
S. attendance, 130,000,000; annual U. S. 
expenditure for admission, $550,000,000. 
In 1925, according to the World Almanac 
(1926), there were about 280 motion pic- 
ture theaters in New York, with a total 
seating capacity of 215,000. These figures 
give some idea of the opposition the 
legitimate theater now has to face, and 
we must give them due importance when 
discussing the present theatrical con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Rathbun says: “A comparison of 
these figures”—28 legitimate theaters 
(in 1901), with a total capacity of 
$9,149—“with the figures today, shows 
that the great growth of the movies has 
not injured legitimate theaters, and, no 
doubt, helped them. The present popu- 
lation of New York (1925 estimate) is 
5.873.356. There are 73 legitimate thea- 
ters, with a total seating capacity of 
73.417. 

“Thus it is seen that, while the popu- 
lation has not doubled in 25 years, there 
are two and a half times as many legiti- 
mate theaters as there were in the sea- 
son of 1901-02. And the total number 
of seats is a bit over twice the total of a 
quarter of a century ago, if one adds the 
seating capacity of the five theaters now 
being erected that will be finished this 
season. These theaters will swell 
the seating total to 80,776, in contrast to 
the 1901 total of 39,149. 

“The fact that a handful of legitimate 
theaters, five to be exact—dAstor, Bilt- 
more, Central, Cohan and Sam H. Harris 
—are exhibiting photoplays, is offset by 
the building of these theaters, not to 
1rention three others erected earlier in 


the season—the John Golden, the Edyth 
Totten and the Waldorf.” 


HE fact that these five theaters, now 
playing motion pictures, are offset 
by five new theaters being built, 

would be slightly encouraging if we wer 
assured that a new theater would always 
be built just as soon as the movies cap- 
tured another legitimate theater. And 
it looks like providing for eventualities 
in that there are no “intimate theaters” 
among those being built, as the capacity 
ranges from 800 to 1,956. 

We can digest the foregoing statements 
more readily if we masticate them thoro- 
ly instead of attempting to swallow 
them in chunks as they are placed be- 
fore us: 

New York in 1900: Legitimate theaters, 
28; total capacity. 39,149; average ca- 
pacity, 1,398; population, 3,437,202; pop- 
ulation per theater, 122,757; population 


.per seat, 87.79; seating ratio (total ca- 


pacity—total population), .01138. 

It may seem like going from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous, but let us com- 
pare our home town, in 1900, with New 
York: 

Legitimate theaters, 1; total capacity, 
600; average capacity, 600; population, 
3,265; population per theater, 3,265; pop- 
ulation per seat, 5.44; seating ratio 
(total capacity — total population), 
18376. 

If New York’s average seating capacity 
had been only 600, it would have re- 
quired 65 theaters to supply its total 
capacity of 39.149. Again, with only one 
theater to 3,265 population, to provide 
for a population of 3,437,202 would have 
required 1,052 theaters. Once again, mul- 
tiply New York's population of 3,437,202 
by .18376 (Home Town's seating ratio) 
and it gives 631.620 as the total capacity. 
To supply that, New Ycrk would have 
required 451 theaters (average capacity 
1.398), with 1,122 seats, left over for five 
Provincetown Playhouses of 216 seats 
each. 

On the other hand, multiply Home 
Town’s population of 3,265 by .01138 
(New York’s seating ratio), and it gives

New York’s seating ratio never has been 
large in comparison with the road cities. 
This is one angle ,generally overlooked 
when trying to disdby er why the road is 
in evil ways and New York is apparently 
holding its own. Our figures do not tell 
the whole tale, butgthey do seem to in- 
dicate that the seging ratio is a most 
important thing 

And the reader must not get the im- 
pression that ir 1900 Home Town was 
getting only mediocre attractions, for the 
records show manyjpf exceptional merit.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—It would be idle 
to deny that the royal performance, as 
such, has been a wet squib. Harry Mar- 
low, the organizer, is not to blame, but 
the effect of the selection has certainly 
antagonized hundreds of vaudeville acts 
when after six years have believed that 
at last they should have had a chance 
of appearing. Marlow is a good fellow, 
put the fact that the fiat went 
forth that the show should be an all- 
British one killed it. The honor of ap- 
pearing at these shows has always been 
signified by the artiste advertising in 
the trade papers of this “honor”. This 
has now become a byword and the acts 
themselves adopt the attitude that so 
frequent have become the appearances— 
once a year—that they derive no bene- 
fit, and thus do not care. 

The quittance of Arthur Croxon, of 
the managership of the Coliseum, the 
blue-ribbon job of the vaudeville world, 
came as a surprise to vaudeville. 

There is a chance that the London 
County Council may help the V. A. P. 
in the campaign to enforce the bogus 
managers act. The Public Control 
Committee, which refuses to permit 
crook agents to act, have no power to 
refuse the same to act as “Theatrical 
Employers”. The Public Control Com- 
mittee is asking the council to get par- 
liamentary powers to prosecute. The 
finance committee agreed to be respon- 
sible for more than $10,000 each year 
for two years to get the legal costs over. 

Yesterday the V. A. F. celebrated the 
2ist anniversary of its foundation. Dur- 
ing this period from all sources it has 
received more than $498,000, of which 
more than $345,500 had been received 
by means of the 12-cent red subscrip- 
tion stamp. 

Ed Lowry is making a hit at the Al- 
hambra. Despite the segregation of all 
acts of a non-British character for the 
royal show Lowry would have been an 
asset to it. 

American artistes—vaudeville and le- 
gitimate—are worried over the insistent 
demand made by tax gatherers as to 
their income tax. As already stressed 
the Ministry of Labor gives the other 
department the news and there you are. 
The fact that there is no law to prevent 
an alien leaving this country with a de- 
fault of income tax is very useful to 
some, tho we must admit many Ameri- 
cans have been to The Billboard office 
with the desire to comply with all our 
laws, and we believe they have done so. 

Wolfe S. Lyon, who is known to hun- 
dreds of vaudeville acts by virtue of 
his position as a member of the Grand 
Lodge of England (A. F. M.), died on 
the 14th, aged 82. Wolfe was a promi- 
nent member of Chelsea Lodge and also 
of Proscenitum Lodge, both “daylight” 
lodges, confined exclusively to the pro- 
fessional section.

New York Legit. Theater Vs. 
the Road 
(Continued from page 49) 
the road, then New York would have just 
cause for boasting, or, more likely, for 
bewailing its fate. 

In 1900 the theater was in a very pros- 
perous condition; even small cities had 
first-class playhouses which they were 
trying valiantly to support In the 
larger places the theater was thriving. 
But the theater was already becoming 
an object for a general promotion. Get- 
ting the dollars out of it soon became 
wildly paramount to all else. Road at- 
tractions became too numerous, new de- 
ceptions were practiced and there was 
a general letting down in quality. The 
whole country became a network of the- 
atrical circuits that demanded a tribute 
for bookings, but gave little in return. 
The small city theater felt all this im- 
mediately, and patronage became sus- 
picious and uncertain. Then the reck- 
less building of competing theaters in 
the larger cities began. 

The result was that when the first 
“store” movies appeared they offered 
deadly opposition to the weakened, small 
city theaters. The larger places viewed 
them with suspicion, but felt their in- 
fluence in a lesser degree. As the movies 
prospered and expanded operations, the 
small city theaters capitulated, and later 
those of the larger places did likewise. 

New York has not suffered from the 
ills of the road. It was practically free 
from the excessive and abusive competi- 
tion. In 1900 it had only 28 legitimate 
theaters, or one theater for 122,757 in- 
habitants. Its legitimate theaters have 
increased less than two and a half times 
in 25 years. Imagine the result if the 
28 theaters had become 56 in a year's 
time. And it got only the original pro- 
ductions. Some of them were bad, but 
@ run would be forced to give publicity 
and prestige, so the losses could be more 
than retrieved by foisting them on the 
unsuspecting road. And, to add injury 
to insult, the attractions would be sent 
out with a second, or third, or even a 
fourth-rate company and production. 
If, at this time, all of these conditions 
and others of the road and New York 
had been reversed, the result can be 
imagined. 


OR many and various reasons New 
York has been the stronghold of the 
theater, but that it is still entirely 

free from the movie invasion is a grave 
question. Somehow we cannot put two 
and two together without getting the 
impression it is being felt. Poor business 
is being experienced—cut-rate agencies 
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are operating—five legitimate theaters, 
with 5,138 total capacity, are now play- 
ing pictures—compared with 1900, the 
average capacity is 394 less per theater— 
these may be little straws, yet they seem 
a indicate which way the wind is blow- 
ng. 

Note well this explanation for New 
York’s present condition: “hat the 
average theater of 25 years ago was 
larger than at the present time was due 
to the popularity of the second balcony, 
which has long ago waned. In those days 
the ‘gallery gods’ were still in existence, 
but like the matinee idol they have 
passed away. The management of one 
of the older playhouses offered last sea- 
son cut rates to working girls’ clubs and 
other organizations in an effort to popu- 
larize the second balcony. A. L. Erlanger 
is the only manager at the present time 
who believes still in the drawing power 
of the second balcony. He will have one 
in his new theater. 

“The fact that this has been thus far 
@ poor theatrical season cannot be 
blamed on any alleged encroachment of 
the movies. With the waning of the star 
system the interest of theatergoers has 
switched from the acting to the play. 
Nowadays no star is popular enough to 
make a success of an indifferent drama. 
In fact, elevation to stardom is often 
nothing more than a gracious gesture 
on the part of some manager. It was 
the Moscow Art Theater players who 
taught our theatergoers that the highest 
aim of the actor should be to submerge 
himself, not so much in his part as in 
the play itself. The drama has ascended 
to a higher position than the actor, who 
is, or Ought to be, its servant. And the 
reason that this drama year has not 
proved prosperous to a number of man- 
agers is due to the small number of 
good plays in comparison with the large 
number of theaters. 

“The ‘menace of the movies’ as re- 
gards the legitimate theaters is a buga- 
boo that has no foundation in fact. It 
is possible, however, that the movies are 
stealing some of the second-balcony 
patrons. Anybody would prefer a good 
seat in a photoplay house to an uncom- 
fortable skyscraper seat in a legitimate 
theater. But it is more likely that 
Joseph Leblang (alias Gray’s Drug 
Store), with his cut-rate theater-ticket 
business, has spoiled the second-balcony 
trade.” 

In the old days evefy theater had a 
gallery of some kind that was well 
patronized. The admission was low, 
usually 25 cents or less, about one-eighth 
of the main-floor price. 


The “gallery gods” were men and boys 
who found in the gallery congenial sur- 
roundings. In fact, they would have felt 
out of place elsewhere in the theater. 
There was a camaraderie and freedom up 
there that was appealing, and they could 
see the very best in drama for a small 
price. The men were not men of affairs 
and many of the bors had earned the 
price of their admission. 


Few men and boys of the gallery type 
are to be found in today’s lineup, waiting 
to see a superfilm. The neighborhood 
picture house, or one in some out-of- 
the-way place, is where they will be 
found. There they can see good pic- 
tures, and that is what they want rather 
than the frills and surroundings which 
cost more money. 


HEN the “store” movies appeared 
they offered the “gallery god” en- 
tertainment with a strong appeal 

and they supplied him with his familiar 
surroundings at a price below that of 
the gallery. The gradual desertion of 
the gallery was noted, and “commercial- 
ism” proceeded to protect itself against 
opposition, as it always has done in the 
theater, by boosting the gallery admis- 
sion. It is true that other prices in the 
theater were raised from $2 to $2.50 or 
$3, but the gallery went up to $1. By 
what process of reasoning this was done 
nobody knows. In proportion, the main- 
floor price should have been boosted to 
$8, but this has been possible in few 
places outside of New York, and even 
there it has found objections. At this 
writing a New York attraction is playing 
a neighboring city at these prices: 
Evenings, $1.10, $1.65, $2.20 and $2.75; 
Wednesday matinee, $1.10, $1.65 and 
$2.20; Saturday matinee, $1.10, $1.65, 
$2.20 and $2.75. How is that for dis- 
crimination against the gallery? 

We have often wondered what a Wool- 
worth or a Henry Ford would do about 
theater prices. Efficiency in manage- 
ment has taught such men that every 
square foot of unoccupied floor space 
must be charged up as a loss in the 
rental. A vacant gallery would probably 


be filled by them if they had to offer 
most any old price. Most anyone can 
make money when the demand is good 
and prices high, but only a financial 
genius can grasp the idea that reduced 
prices and increased volume often 
bring a greater profit. 

The manager who tried to bring his 
gallery back with workinggirls as patrons 
did not “know his onions”, as the say- 
ing goes. He was trying to make “gal- 
lery goddesses”, and there never was 
“any sich animal” and probably never 
will be. The appeal must be made to 
the true gallery type and in the methods 
of the old days. There must be prices 
that actually compete with the opposi- 
tion, no added frills or dignity—not 
even calling the gallery the “second 
balcony”, and both courtesy and a de- 
sire to please must be offered prospective 
patrons. In any event, the gallery dis- 
appeared slowly, and it will come back 
the same way. 

Lower prices might also bring back the 
“matinee girls” and with them the 
“matinee idol”. Many movie actors are 
idolized these days, so why not give the 
flesh-and-blood actors an even break 
with the boys of the celluloid? 

The Moscow Art Theater players have 
not taught the theatergoers a new idea, 
for “the play’s the thing” has long been 
recognized. Hamlet voiced that in his 
instructions to the players. The man- 
agers of stock, repertoire and the tent 
shows have always accepted it, and with 
it they are bringing back “the road’” 
wherever they are permitted to operate. 
We are in ignorance as to whether the 
Moscow Art Theater players is a com- 
mercialized project or not, but they have 
simply shown us the error of our ways 
rather than given us a new principle in 
the theater. 


The true actor’s aim has always been 
to put the play over, but too often he 
has not been a free agent in his desire 
to do this. And the star type and “have 
you ever worked on Broadway” systems 
used in selecting casts have not always 
been the best means of securing actors 
who can, or will, or who even know 
how, submerge themselves in the play. 
Making a star out of anybody or nobody 
just to supply a system is not a good 
policy. In the very nature of things, 
stars cannot be made over night by a 
“gracious gesture” or any other kind of 
gesture, even if it was testified in court 
a few years ago that a star could be 
made for $30,000. 


OSEPH LEBLANG must be quite a 

philanthropist to keep on buying 

tickets at theater prices and selling 
them at cut rates. But the honest facts 
in the case seem to be that the thea- 
ter, with its inherent dislike to ever 
lower prices, has found a way out of its 
dilemma by passing the buck to Leblang. 
If there is any fault to be found with 
this system of ticket selling, it lies with 
the theater rather than its agent. Le- 
blang arrived too late to hurt the gal- 
lery patronage to any extent—it had al- 
ready departed for other amusement and 
better treatment—so let’s not lay the 
blame on his doorstep for the loss, but 
give him credit for keeping certain shows 
alive. Anyway, what has become of the 
patrons of those seats that Leblang is 
supposed to be filling with “gallery 
gods?” 

Viewed in the proper perspective, it is 
very evident that the present situation 
in New York is similar to that of the 
road when the movies were beginning to 
show their real strength. The New York 
theater, under its present system, is not 
as healthy as it should be, and it is thus 
less able to withstand attack. The 
movies are already making an inroad by 
pre-empting five legitimate theaters, and 
these five theaters have gone over to the 
movies for no other reason than that 
there is more profit to be made with 
them than there is with the legitimate 
drama. And the doors will remain 
locked to the legitimate drama unless 
the situation can be reversed. 

The theater of the road is closed to 
legitimate drama for the same reason. 
There is an unquestioned demand for 
the drama, but it cannot return until 
the movies fail to make a profit as great 
as can be obtained thru presenting it 

Big business, the professional field of 
investment, has the theater in hand. It 
plays few favorites in pursuing its desire 
for profit, so neither art nor sentiment 
need expect that they will receive any 
great consideration. Commercialism in 
the theater is not overparticular where 
its flag flies, so long as it can be unfurled 
over something considered worth while 
That is where the real danger to the 
legitimate theater lies.

fighting chance to live despite injured 
vertebrae in his neck, authorities said 
last night. Gibson, whose home is at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., was injured while rid- 
ing in the rodeo March 1. Riding the 
bucking steer, Crazy Snake, the most 
obstreperous animal in tne nera at- 
tached to the rodeo was saved for the 
feature stunt of the afternoon, and was 
the last on the program. The crowd 
was about to take its departure when 
Crazy Snake, with Gibson, the snow 
Star, Clinging to the plunging animal, 
shot across the arena. Half way, tne 
Steer bucked and sent Gibson flying. 
He landed on his neck and shoulders 
unconscious. Bystanders went to his 
assistance; he was unconscious and gave 
every indication that life was extmct, 
but hasty examination revealed his 
heart was beating. An ambulance was 
Summoned and he was sent to city nos- 
pital. An x-ray will be taken this morn- 
ing. Gibson's wife was telegrapned at 
Fort Worth, where she was to have met 
him, and is now en route to Mobile.

Jones also won heavy prize money. 
Both were exceptionally good calf ropers 
and had entertained Fort Worth audi- 
ences at the rodeo many times in tne 
last few years. Robinson was known as 
among the best bulldoggers. Mr. and 
Mrs. Robinson were married about three 
years ago. The Southwestern Exposi- 
tion Rodeo will send a floral offering to 
the city where the funeral services are 
held.

The bill applies only to counties of 
62,009 population or less. The big coun- 
ties had asked to be omitted. The bill 
authorizes county boards to levy special 
taxes, from which they are to pay a 
large part of the premiums on agricul- 
tural, live-stock, manufacturing and 
domestic art exhibits. The counties are 
limited to $2,000 total expenditure The 
bill provides that only county fairs may 
be the recipients of the subsidy, except 
where there are already two fairs 
existence. 

It prohibits any gambling devices, im- 
moral or indecent shows or. the use of 
amtoxicants on any fairgrounds where 
the subsidy may be allowed.

Florida Fairs and the Business 


“Slump”

Florida fairs during the winter of 
1927 should be long remembered py 


investors, real estate dealers, farmers 
and all who reside in Florida or who 
may expect to live there, for they have 
been examples of the real State. After 
the hurricane of September, which 
ruined many early crops and devastated 
much of the lower peninsula, everyone 
predicted “no crops”. Then the so- 
called slump in real estate added an- 
other worry. As a matter of fact the 

“slump” was nothing more than in- 
flated values seeking a level just as a 
bowl of water will after being rocked 
back and forth. 

For two years farmers in Florida 
hesitated to plant heavy crops in the 
wild hope that some fanatical real 
estate operator would drop in on them 
and offer an outrageous price for their 
farms to serve as new subdivisions in 
the wild scramble for land. Their con- 
tention was well founded, for they had 
witnessed the wrecking of more than 
one orange grove and vegetable farm to 
make way for the steam shovel and 
roller. What was the use of going to 
all the bother of planting crops only 
to have them destroyed when every 
day someone was selling out at an enor- 
mous profit? Some of the more for- 
tunate owners succeeded in disposing 
of and securing at least one payment 
on their property, which amounted in 

most cases to more than the price of 
the crop lost. Then came the “slump” 
when payments could not be kept up 
and they fell back on old Mother Na- 
ture. 

This year’s fairs have shown the re- 
sults, for never have better exhibits been 
displayed and never has more interest 
been taken in agricultural and stock 
departments. Things grow in Florida 
and some people are just finding it out. 
They had always imagined that land in 
Florida was only made to speculate 
with. Fair managers were dubious of 
the outcome of their exhibitions this 
year and curtailed every expense possi- 
ble, but as the opening days approached 
they found themselves flooded with en- 
tries in all lines. Still they were 
hesitant about expanding much for the 
crv, no money, was heard on all sides. 
However, this cry was easily traced to 
the disappointed real estate broker or 
the. farmer who was still awaiting the 
operator who was to make him rich 
without work. 

Finally attractions were secured in an 
effort to lure the few pennies that were 
supposed to be still at large in Florida 
to the fairs. The more experienced 
managers secured the best available 


and when the doors opened they were 
astonished, for invariably all attendance 
records were broken. Newspaper space 
was used to good advantage and soon 
people learned that a day at the fair 
would possibly show a way out of the 
land scramble. If things would grow, 
why not plant some and get the results 
shown at the fair exhibits? 

Then there is the other angle of the 
so-called slump which like all such 
things is only a state of mind. One 
man tells a friend that business is 
terrible and the friend tells others it is 
awful and they in turn report that 
business is absolutely wrecked and 

. presto business is bad, 
and they all hold what they have for 
the proverbial rainy day. On the other 
hand, Mr. Far Seeing Fair Manager 
sensing the return to the soil and cone 
sequent interest in the exhibition of 
products thereof puts on a bold front 
and radiates prosperity from every 
angle of his fair. A big well-lighted 
midway full of attractive shows and 
rides attracts many, and a big well- 
lighted and balanced program of free 
attractions advances to the thinking 
man anargument against the hard-time 
story, for all these things mean an out- 
lay of money. Again, one man tells 
another and so on until they have all 
come and been convinced. 

There is no doubt that the crowds 2t 
most of the fairs this year in Florida 
were smaller to their unexpected pro- 
portions by just such skeptics who 
could not believe such things could 
be going on. They came, found good 
entertainment and good exhibits and 
remained to enjoy themselves, and un- 
doubtedly left convinced that times 
were better than they had ever im- 
agined. 

It is very true that some earlier 
fairs in the State suffered this year 
and were victims of the state of mind 
called “slump”, but the question still 
remains, whose fault was it? The recent 
South Florida Fair at Tampa exceeded 
all records in every department. So did 
the Volusia County Fair in De Land, 
the Mid-Winter Sub-Tropical Fair at 
Orlando, the Manatee County Fair at 
Bradenton, and several others since the 
first of the year, and chiefly because 
the managers expressed “prosperity” in 
every department of their exhibitions. 

Surely Florida has learned a_ lesson 
this year and it is a lesson that might 
well be studied in many sister States 
Good shows, good free attractions and 
lots of light will do more to attract 
the attention of people and radiate a

NEW YORE, March 4.—Jack and Ir- 
ving Rosenthal, of the Rosenthal Bros.’

Yet the solution lies in concerted ac- 
tion and the appointment of a leader. 

Organized baseball had to come to 
this in the appointment of Judge 
Landis, while the moving picture people 
realized their mistake and appointed 
Will Hays. One head with authority, 
together with a railroad committee to 
protect the interests of the carnival, a 
good-will committee to visit various 
managements during the season offering 
advice, and a general staff to take care 
of the welfare of the carnival people 
are needed. Funds for this organization 
could be raised by taking from the 
rross receipts or profits of the members. 
of course many of the details would 
hav ve to be worked out. 

With the seeming increasing opposi- 
tion to carnivals, it seems that carnival 
men should forget the differences among

Dodson’s World’s Fair Shows First Carnival 
To Have Broadcasting Station on Lot 


CHICAGO, Match 5. — Carnival own- 
ers are always seeking new attractions, 
and when anything new that is a real 
attraction comes along e cost is for- 
gotten. So far radio has interested car- 
nival owners, but their experiments 
ended with receiving stations only. It 
was left to C. Guy Dodson, of Dodson’s 
World's Fair Shows, to pioneer broad- 
casting from a show lot. 

At a cost that runs into four figures 
Mr. Dodson has concluded negotiations 
that will give him the first portable 
broadcasting station to be introduced on 
@ carnival ground. For several months 
he has been negotiating for a broad- 
casting license. He says that the pro- 
curement of this valuable permit is ma- 
terially a high part of the cost. 

Before the close of last season Mr. 
Dodson got in touch with W. E. Hiler, 
radio expert, now engineering station 
WIBO, Chicago. They were faced with 
a multitude of details. Mr. Hiler made 
application to the government for a li- 
cense. These prolonged negotiations 
were closed February 26, whereby the 
first portable license ever issued goes to 
the Dodson-Hiler combine. The new 
station is WLBN. It will operate on a 
225-meter wave length of 1,330 kilo- 


cycles. Mr. Dodson presents his radio 
station so that everyone in a community 
can see how sound is sent on the wave 
into countless thousands of homes. 

Mr. Dodson hopes to make his station 
the most talked of thing in the com- 
munities where he locates. Of course 
the band and the talent with his shows 
will play an important part in operating 
the radio. Again, to lend it local in- 
terest, he will open the station to per- 
sons known to listeners and will call on 
local highlights to give talks. 

While in operation the broadcasting 
station will be in full view of the crowds 
on the midway and it will be inclosed 
in a sound-proof glass cage on a plat- 
form. Mr. Dodson believes that carry- 
ing a broadcasting station to the people 
will not alone increase the radio craze, 
but also will bring nearly everyone in 
the community to the showgrounds to 
see the station in operation. 

Mr. Heiler will accompany the show, 


carrying with him three assistants. He _. 


will direct the service on the air. Mr. 
Dodson anticipates no opposition in the 
radio line this yexar, because it takes so 
long to get a license to broadcast that 
the 1927 season will practically be over 
before a second license will be granted.

NEW YORK, March 1.—Irv. J. Polack, 
Owner and general manager of the 
World at Home Shows, after spending 2 
short time here departed for New Or- 
leans, where the show is rounding out 
the concluding weeks of its winter en- 
gagement.

TIME AND PLACE for the big conven- 
tion, the first Annual National Gangup 
of the N. P. S. P. A., is announced by 
Nicholas Klein, general counsel for the 
organization and chairman of the Com- 
mittee on National Convention, as May 
15, 9 a.m., Hotel Statler, Detroit, Mich. 
The committee has obtained special 
rates, both hotel and transportation, 
for all pitchmen attending the conven- 
tion, whether they are at present mem- 
bers of the N. P. S. P. A. or not. 


PITCHMEN EVERYWHERE are vital- 
ly interested in a big national con- 
ference which will be held in Detroit, 
Mich., this spring, with the sanction of 
the Supreme Lodge of the N. P. S..P. A.

Sessions will continue 
thru three days, the program for each 
day being carefully prepared, so that 
every hour will be productive of somee 
thing for the betterment of Pitchdom.

The Mayor of Detroit, 
men of prominence in the industrial 
world, senators and members of Con- 
gress are on the tentative speaking list. 
It is expected to cover in the three days’ 
deliberations every problem with which 
the pitchmen of the country have to 
contend. May 15 is the tentative date 
for the opening of this gathering, the 
most important in the history of Pitch- 
dom in the United States. The results 
of the convention will affect every man 
traveling thru the country selling goods 
and classed as a pitchman. This vast 
army embraces itinerant salesmen of 
every description, papermen, concessions 
aires, window demonstrators, auctioneers 
and many varieties of strectmen and 
medicine men. It is the purpose of the 
convention to bring into one compact 
body an organizatiou whose influence 
will be felt in every State in the un'‘on 
and whose membership credentials will 
command respect, deference and fair 
play for the holder in every State, city, 
town and hamlet. The project grew 
largely out of correspondence between 
the Supreme Lodge and the Cincinnati 
and Los Angeles lodges. News of the 
forthcoming big gathering has already 
stimulated the membership of Cincin- 
nati lodge substantially. Secretary 
Burns informs that the charter list of 
the Cincinnati lodge is still open and 
new members are being taken in on the 
basis of charter members. It is only 
necessary to forward application for 
membership, with $5, which covers all 
dues and fees for the year 1927, to 
Thomas Burns, financial secretary, P. O.

We read in the writeups things we 
know are not true. Every spring we 
read that “such and such” show is to be 


enlarged and will be transported on a 
certain number of cars, trucks or wagons. 
Always the number is increased. When 
in fact if these enlargements were to be 
actually earried out, the highways and 
railroads would, by this’ time, be 
blockaded with show traffic. Then again 
the common fault of padding 


there is 


“ she roster to include names of performers 


or executives whom that particular show 
does not have contracted. If there is any 
advantage to the showman by this prac- 
tice it can enly be temporary. No doubt, 
there are times when certain showfolks 
are misled, but the standing of the show- 
man who permits these exaggerations 
is thereby lowered. And the better class 
of professional talent will be guided else- 
for employment. 

I enjoy reading the show letters, but 
I stand emphatically for the truth. When 
a showman writes or permits to be writ- 
ten statements of his future plans, or 


where 


when he makes wild gfatements which 
would by any successful business man be 
kept secret, I do not believe it. You do 
net believe it. Then who does? We 
all know that news of this kind will 
travel its own way and come to us 


thru the proper channels. 


I have many stories in mind which 
would prove my statements, but the two 
here related are the masterpieces. I 
remember on one occasion when my show 
was in Nebraska there appeared a write- 
up of a certain show. The man told of 
all the animals he had and told of his 
equipment, ete. The writeup was $0 
convincing that I made a trip to the town 
to see this wonderful little show. Upon 
arrival I learned that the man was’ out 
working on the section and did not own 
even so much as a single tent stake. 
But he certainly was a showman—on 
paper. This calls to mind another incident 
somewhat similar. There appeared a 
writeup from Dallas, Tex., and this show- 
man also had an ad in for people to join 
him, but when it came time for the show 
to materialize it was proven that the 
show ‘owner’ was only a janitor in a 
law office. Those lawyers sure over- 
looked a bet in that janitor. 

There are many things a showman 
could say in his letters that would do 
no injury to himself and yet be of bene- 
fit to others. For instance, if his show 
had passed thru a certain part of the 
country where business was bad, he 
could say so, If he had experienced 
shakedowns in certain communities, he 
could say so. Towns having a prohibitive 
license could be reported and possibly 
Some action would be taken.’ And, of 
course, news items concerning the people 
on his show will always be relished by 
their relatives and friends. It is not ex- 
pected that a writer will go to extremes 
in his letters, but he can, at least, write 
the truth or else keep still. 

The Billboard has often called atten- 
tion to the exaggerated writeups and it 
's to be commended for such action. But 
the condition will never be remedied until 
the showman himself takes the matter 
in hand. Now I know, and it is generally 
known, that the Honest Bill Shows is the 
largest motorized circus in the country 

d bears the distinction of being the 
first to motorize. But if I were to print 
he actual facts concerning my show it 
would be so greatly eclipsed by others 
that I would not stand a chance. Even 
he section hand and the janitor would 
ave it all over me. Therefore I hesitate 
‘o allow even a modest letter to be pub- 
ished, And I sincerely believe that 
‘here are others who believe the same as 
I do. The real news is left uncovered. 
All we get is the ballyheo.
